SAID TO HAVE CHAFED UNDER 
LOSS OF PATRONAGE. 


FINLEY E. FOGG TO FILL UNEX 
PIRED TERM. 


SEEKING NEXT APPOINTMENT, 


Frankfort, Ky.. May 25.—[Special.]— 
Col. George V. Greene, of Christian 
county, member of the State Prison 
Commission since 1900, to-day tendered 
his resignation to Gov. Beckham, ef¬ 
fective June l next. The Governor ac 
oepted the resignation, and at onoe ap¬ 
pointed Finley E. Fogg, of West Lib¬ 
erty, Morgan county, to fill out the un 
expired term. Mr. Greene's successor 
will be chosen by the General Assembly 
of 190$. The Governor's appointee has 
for several months been an announced 
candidate to succeed him. 

There was no previous Intimation 
that Commissioner Oreene intended to 
give up his office before.the close of his 
term. It had been known that he would 
not be a candidate to succeed himself, 
as he Intends to rerpove with his family 
from Kentucky. He has for a year or 
more been Interested In farming lands 
of Florida and Texas, and will shortly 
remove South. His letter to the Gov 
ernor tendering his resignation con 
tains but a single paragraph. It reads 
Matters have arisen which, In jus. 
tice to myself, require that I resign my 
office of Prison Commissioner. I feel 
that I cannot properly attend to the 
duties of the office by reason of my 
private affairs. I hereby tender my 
resignation of said office, to take effect 
June 1. 1907.” 

It Is probable that there is still an 
other reason for the resignation, and 
that reason is that Col. Greene has, for 
months past, been the minority member 
of the commission, the other two com¬ 
missioners. Ell H. Brown and Harvey 
S. McCutchen. having been chosen over 
his friend and candidate, Edward Fen¬ 
nell. of Harrison county. Their election 
practically deprived him of all patron 
age of the three Institutions under the 
commission, and any considerable voice 
In their management. He chafed under 
this. 

Finley E. Fogg, whom the Governor 
named as Col. Greene’s successor, is a 
well-known young lawyer of the mount¬ 
ain section of Kentucky. He is the 
Democratic State Executive Commit¬ 
teeman for the Tenth congressional dis¬ 
trict. and is quite active in Democratic 
politics of his end of the State. He 
has been making a quiet canvass 
among Democratic nominees for the 
Legislature for election to succeeed 
Commissioner Greene, and will contlhue 
in the race. 

Representative Lewis Arnett, of Cov¬ 
ington: W. O. Coleman, of Henry, and 
N. O. Gray, of Lyon county, are also 
candidates for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion at the hands of the next General 
Assembly.

Deaths exceeded births by ten during 
the week that ended May 23. There was 
a total of eighty deaths and seventy 
births. Nine persons died of tubercu¬ 
losis. nine of heart disease, six of pneu¬ 
monia and six of Bright’s disease. Elev¬ 
en persons died of old age and five came 
to death by violence. Forty-three of 
those who died were males and thirty- 
seven were females, sixty were white 
and twenty colored.

Confederate Veterans Would 
Ignore Drenching Rain. 


Impressive Memorial Day 
Services Cut Short. 


Eulogistic Address By Col. 
Bennett H. Young. 


FLOWERS FCR EVERY GRAVE. 


Gray-haired Confederate veterans of 
the Civil War. some alone and others 
with thetr wives, children and grand¬ 
children. yesterday afternoon plodded 
through the rain and mud to the Confed¬ 
erate burial grounds in Cave Hill cem¬ 
etery. where George B. Eastin Camp, 
United Confederate Veterans, conduct¬ 
ed Memorial Day sendees. The serv¬ 
ices were most impresive, although 
on account of the rain that began to 
fall about 3 o’clock and continued 
throughout the time the services were 
held, the programme arranged for the 
occasion was cut short. A strong, pa¬ 
triotic address was delivered by Col. 
Bennett H. Young, and the Confederate 
choir, under the leadership of Capt. 
John H. Weller, sang an appropriate 
®ong. 

Preparations had been made for hun¬ 
dreds, but the heavy rain prevented 
many of the aged soldiers and their 
equally aged wives from walking 
through the drenching shower to the 
burial grounds from the entrance of the 
cemetery. There were many, though, 
who, despite the constant dripping, 
showed the spirit of *61. Their hair 
grown white with the passing of years, 
their figures bent and stooped, they 
braved the rain and thunder even as 
they “braved the thunder of the Union 
artillery,*’ and assembled under heavy 
skies to do honor to the memory of 
their departed comrades. 

Scarcely had the cemetery clock 
struck 4 when Prof. A. Wolfson sound¬ 
ed the bugle recall, and the aged vet¬ 
erans raised their hats. Capt. John H. 
Leathers, master of ceremonies, as¬ 
cended the platform and explained to 
them that the Inclement weather made 
It necessary for the programme to be 
shortened. After the invocation, pro¬ 
nounced by the Rev. Dr. W. B. Beau¬ 
champ, pastor of the Fourth-avenue 
Methodist church, Capt. Leathers in¬ 
troduced Ooi. Bennett H. Young as fol¬ 
lows: 

The comrade who has been selected by 
the Committee of Arrangements to make 
the address on this occasion needs no In- 
treduction to a Kentucky audience No 
e**Conf ©derate soldier now living In Ken¬ 
tucky has expended as much time, no 
•trithi has labored as unselushly and no 
man has given os generously of h!s 
iTfearm for the relief and comfort of the 
aged and Infirm and needy survivors of 
flip Southern army as the distinguished 
comrade who will now address you—Ben¬ 
nett H. Young. 

• ♦ • 

Eulogy On Southern Army. 

Col. Young’s eloquent address was 
an eulogy on the commanders 
of. the Southern army, on all 
the soldiers of the army, and 
oiy the army Itself. He drew a 
<tfmparisen between the War of the 
Kovolutton, the War of 1312, the Mexi¬ 
can War and the Civil War. showing 
that the armies In the last war had 
made greater sacrifices in numbers 
than any of the other armies. He said:

Nation's Richest Spoils 

Col. Young’s address follows: 

Comrades and Friends: If some 
stranger should approach this spot and 
Inquire what means these uglng men. 
these beautiful and cultured women, 
these bright and happy children, these 
exquisite flowers, these prayers, these 
sop?*, these tears about these graves, 
the answer given would till his heart with 
admiration lor those who participate In 
these ceremonies ami create and higher 
and nobler conception of the womanhood 
aau manhood of the Southland. 

We would answer that these stones— 
voiceless, but voiceful—speak of heroes; 
that the names of some who are here 
are uuknown, but what they were all the 
world knows, and their deeds till some 
of the brightest pages of human history. 

We should say that “a nation's richest 
spoils are the ashes of Its brave.*’ and 
In these humble sepulchers sleep men 
into whose hearts fear never came and 
whose souls neither misfortune, danger 
nor death could ever daunt. 

We should ask that stranger if he had 
ever heard of Gettysburg, and the as¬ 
sault of Pickett. Armstead. Garnett.. Pet¬ 
tigrew and their followers, and then fell 
hfin that of tho men who on thnt summer’s 
day charged up the slope at Cemetery 
Hill and wrote on the pit liens rocks with 
thMr blood the immortal record of South¬ 
ern gallantry, some sleep there. 

We would ask that stranger If he had 
ever heard of the uwful sacrifices at 
Stiarpsburg. find the reddening flood or 
life that flowed down the hill sides of 
Anteetam creek amt dyed Its sluggish 
waters with precious human blood, and 
the unparalleled courage of Robert E. 
l^o and his legions, who on that bloodv. 
doy withstood so long and so successfully 
th" hosts of McClellan, who* with twice 
their number sought to drive them out of 
toe pathway, and would say that some of 
thnt magnificent band of Confederate no¬ 
blemen steep here 

' We should ask him If he had ever read 
of Stonewall Jackson and hts wonderful 
followers In Shenandoah Valley and at 
Chancellorsvllle. where under the match¬ 
less leadership of one of the greatest sol¬ 
diers of whom tho world has any account, 
and moved by the guidance of hi* genuis 
executed campaigns which have become 
lessons for the soldiers of all ages, and 
tell him that some who were with Jack- 
son find repose here. 

We shomd ask him If he ever heard 
of Shiloh, where first mankind In the 
terror of Its awful slaughter realised 
what a mighty struggle, between two na¬ 
tions of Anglo-Saxon lineage, meant In 
their defense of what they believed to be 
a principle, when Albert Sidney Johnston 
lay down his magnificent lire for the 
cause of the Confederate States, when 
Just grasping the superb victory his mas¬ 
ter mind had planned and won. am’, we 
should say that many who fought at 
Shiloh rest here. 

We would ask him If he had ever heard 
of Murfreesboro and of John C. Breck¬ 
inridge and the charge of his men down 
the valley of Stone river, whore such tre¬ 
mendous treasure of blood was poured 
out In heroic but vain effort to win. and 
tlwn tell him that many of Breckin¬ 
ridge’s men are reposing In these graves 
along this beautiful slope In this "Gris 
Half Acre." 

We would ask him if he had ever 
heard of Chlckamauga nnd Franklin with 
their dreadful array of slain nnd where 
. a. heroism was shown that has no supe¬ 
rior In nil human records and tell him 
that come who wcr£ **t Chlckamauga nnd 
Franklin fill these craves here. 

We should ask him If he hod ever hrari 
of Morgan and Forrast and Wheeler, an 1 
of JT*rt*»v)T1e a:d Bryce’s Crop# Bauds 
and Harrisburg, M's* . and tell him :h.i 
soo^e who were there sleep here. 

'We should ask him If be had •.***©- 
hfrird of Wilson’s Creek. Elkhorn and 8a 
bln© Pns* with their matchless courage 
and their heroic achievement, and point 


lie might answer “but these ore ancient 
Iwuo*. your cause was loat, fate decided 
I against you, and why arouse the slum- 

I boring emotions of the sad. sad part of 
the dark, dark days of 1861 and 13*5.” 

We should answer those were great duys 
tin the history of mankind. Our brothe.s 
who fought In that tremendous confilc; 
were animated by the holiest and nobles: 
emotions: they fought for the principle of 
local self-government, one of the great©*; 
essentials of liberty in this republic, and 
without which will coine a centralization 
and a despotic majority government wlncn 
will destroy freedom and' create on bs 
ruins a slavish despotism, not consonant 
with the spirit or doctrine of this people, 
eliminate the Spates, who can and must 
111 so far as possible govern themselves. 

That tlhey were moved by no spirit of 
conquer?, or aggrandizement, but by the 
purciet patriotism and love of their homes, 
from which they only sought to drive 
Invaders and maintain their Inalienable 
rights. 

Memories such as these ought not die. 
They ennoble a people and render them 
better prepared to maintain and keep 
sacred the rights of man as man. 

We rtand, my comrades, this afternoon, 
as the fast-passing representatives of the 
greatest volunteer army that ever 
marched under any flag. Our cause w-*r*t 
down in defeat i*r-cause those wv fought 
had more men. larger guns and be* ter 
provisions for wnr. but. looking back «»ver 
the records of those awful experience*, 
we can appeal to Time as the keeper of 
human records, and assert that none who 
vvgr wog*ri bnArCe were animated by 
nobler purposes or exhibited grander cour¬ 
age. and fearlessly and boldly say that 
“No nation ever rose so fair, so bright, 
Or fell ©o pure of crime."

Mightiest Modern Struggle. 


In this hour when we come to com¬ 
mune with our dead and tell to the world 
tho story of their superb heroism and 
splendid courage. It Is not Inappropriate 
to compare wbnt we, as Confederate sol¬ 
diers, did and suffered In those perils, a 
port* of who**- victims sleep about u* n*»w. 
There Is something inspiring and exalting 
in rhe thought that we and they were 
actors In the mightiest struggle of modern 
days. 

The Revolutionary War. prolonged 
through seven years of varying conflict 
with battles fought over it space cover¬ 
ing a thousand miles along the Atlantic 
seaepast and about a few settlements In 
Kentucky, with its splendid results, ex¬ 
perienced a death loss of only 2.200 and 
a wounded list of 6.600. A total cusunlty 
for seven years of 8.800. 

In the- two armies engaged at Gettys¬ 
burg there was a mortality in killed and 
wounded of £6,000 more than six times 
as many as the Revolutionary War. 

The War of 1812 lasted nearly * three 
year*, and the wounded and killed footed 
up 5.616, about one-sixth of those who 
In one day at Sharpsburg gave proof of 
their courage as soldiers. 

The Mexican, with Its two years’ op¬ 
erations. witnessed a death loss of 1,046, 
and of wounded 3.021; total 4,978. Hen? 
these soldiers invaded a foreign country 
and yet the dead and wounded was only 
one-seventh of the number who by deat » 
or wounds made demonstration of Ameri¬ 
can valor on that fateful field of blood. 

The battle of San Juan made Th*olore 
Roosevelt President of the United 8:ate». 
Therti was real American grit in that con¬ 
flict. but It nr»Jo*s Ooiifedcrales smile to 
call that skirmish a battte, whore the 
killed were only 142, the wounde i 1.014; a 
total of 1,156. The losses nt Shiloh were, 
the rolls showed, over 21,000 casualties, 
eighteen times as great as San Juan and 
three times as many as the entire Ameri¬ 
can force that engaged hi the assault.

Percentages of Losses Heaviest. 


When we come to percentages of losses 
In particular engagements our war dwarf, 
ed Into Insignificance those of the previous 
conflicts of the world. 

At Auelerlitz the percentage of losses 
were only 1SH; Waterloo. H; Wagraln, 8; 
Salfemno, St*. 

At Gettysburg the loss was over 28 per 
cent.: at Chlckamauga still greater; at 
Shiloh. 26; at Sharpaburg over 30, and a* 
Franklin, the awftillest of all pereent'jg.n, 
It arose to 39. In tho latter eniragern-nf 
so many of the general officers were kllle 1 
that accurate reports could not be re¬ 
turned, and there are those who were 
there say that the percentage was closer 
to 50 than 40. 

Wilson’s Creek. In the far West, was 
the first conflict to reveal what this gr»*»t 
war meant In losses Bull Run was only 
nine months from Shiloh, and when the 
death and wounded roll at that struggle 
was published pooplb stood aghast at such 
dreadful oblation for any/cause. 

Comrades, it must not bf forgotten that 
1662, 1S63 and 1364' maintained In many 
great struggles these hitherto unheard of 
sacrifices, but In all these weary, strug¬ 
gling. fighting, starving years men, both 
North and South, were still willing for 
their convictions to face such dre.ulfuf 
chances, and In the closing hours of the 
mighty conflict there was If possible even 
greater courage, more constant bravefy 
and unflinching determlnot’on than mark 
ed the early days of th© war. 

In thJs life all things go largely by com¬ 
parison, and when we place the battles 
and losses of other armies beside the* * 
In which we and our brothers r ,ft t*tlcl- 
pated w*e can proudly and confidently ap¬ 
peal to the Judgment of murk!ml to siy 
tliai no other soldiers marshaled under 
any flog or fighting for any cause met 
the calls of duty with nob’.er courage, 
greater patriotism or more loyalty to 
truth as to them It appeared, or exhibited 
euperber chivalry or showed more magni¬ 
ficent gallantry. 

These dead are all precious to us. We 
share with them a common glory and 
hold with them tho priceless heritage of 
duty faithfully and honestly performed. 
“We care not whence they cam©. 
Whether unknown or known to fame. 
Their cause nnd country all the some. 
They died that wore the gray.” 

During his address the rain fell so 
heavily that Col. Young found it neces¬ 
sary to protect himself from a thorough 
drenching by raising an umbrella. Dur¬ 
ing hls address lightning flashed and 
thunder crashed repeatedly. There be¬ 
ing no cessatlrn of the rain Col. Young 
decided to stop in his address aft©r 
he had eulogized the Confederate lead¬ 
ers, much to the distress of the aud¬ 
ience. 

“Keep It up. Don’t stop How,** said 
an aged veteran who, without umbrel¬ 
la or any protection, stood exposed to 
the rain. Col. Young explained that 
he would see to It that his audience 
would be able to read the remainder of 
his address. 

• • • 

Bivouacked In Worse Weather. 

“But we've bivouacked In worse 
weather than this.” retorted the other. 

"But have these women and chil¬ 
dren?” asked the Colonel, and with a 
fervent ”No, God bless them.” the vet¬ 
eran soldier acquiesced In Col. Young's 
decision. 

The Confederate graves were then 
strewn with flowers. Members of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, assisted 
by the children and by the gray-haired 
veterans themselves, wer.'t from grave 
to grave and decorated each and every 
one with roses and hollyhocks, lilies 
and geraniums. Manx an eye was dim. 
and many a heart was heavy in recol¬ 
lection of tho ones departed. One aged 
woman, her halt white and her figure 
tottering and feeble, knelt beside her 
husband's grave. “My soldier lad. my 
boy in gray." she murmured as she 
laid a bouquet of flowers on his grave. 

Despite the downpour, the pleasure 
of a sung by Capt. Weller nnd his <’on- 
federate choir could not be foregone by 
the attending veterans and their 
friends. And Capt. Weller and his cho¬ 
rus of two rais*H the»r voices in "Oh. 
Lnv Me Away With the Boys in Gray.” 
With each stanza the singers' voices 
seemed to become stronger In tho 
last stanza several of the Confederates 
present Joined. The prayer and bene¬ 
diction were delivered by the. Rev. Dr. 
Beauchamp, following this song.

RELAPSE RESULTS FATALLY

May 25.—The unusual 
spectacle of accepting a Juror opposed 
to capital punishment except as an ex¬ 
treme measure for the protection of so¬ 
ciety against war and anarchy, plead¬ 
ing his own disqualification! came to¬ 
day in the Steunenberg murder trial, 
find his retention after he had clearly 
shown that he was disqualified, raised 
a question as to the regularity of the 
proceedings. 

J. Tourtellotte. an architect of Boise, 
Is the Juror, and his retention seemed 
to be clearly due to a willingness of 
both sides to gamble on his view's when 
the Jury reaches the supreme solution 
of the case, the State In the hope that 
It can meet his ideas as to anarchy, 
the defense on his opposition to the 
death penalty. 

Mr. Tourtellottf came with the rest 
of the talesmen early in the day, and 
his direct examination by Senator 
Boreh developed In a mild form his 
scruples against the infliction of the 
death penalty In ordinary murder cases.

His acceptance by the State w'a-s a 
surprise that was within a few minutes 
Intensified by the view's brought forth 
by question® propounded by Clarence 
Darrow, of the defense.

He 
declared that society nad no right to 
tuke from a man anything It could not 
give, but as for Anarchists, if they 
were the kind of men he thought they 
were, he would hang them on sight. 
The defense seemed under the Impres¬ 
sion that Senator Borah was not In 
earnest, and probably on that theory 
passed him too. , 

Judge Wood read the statute cover¬ 
ing tho matter, and It showed that* a 
Juror having conscientious scruples 
against capital punishment could not 
be permit ted or required to serve. He 
asked counsel what they had to say 
about the matter. Senator Bor ah ques¬ 
tioned Tourtellotte further on his will¬ 
ingness to inflict the death penalty on 
members of an organization seeking to 
destroy society, saying that the Stit© 
was willing to rest its case on that 
proposition. Tourtellotte restate#! his 
position as to anarchy, but protested 
that this w'as the case of one man be¬ 
ing tried for murder. His answers, 
however, satisfied the State 

Neither side would challenge nor 
offer any further suggestion, and there 
the matter rested. Counsel for the 
State suid privately after adjournment 
that the Incident could not constitute 
error in the cas-\ an 1 that there existed 
no means whereby either side copld In 
future plead for It. It Is thought prob¬ 
able that when it come© time to swear 
the Jury TourteMotte will refuse to take 
the oath and compel the court to excuse 
him from serving.

DENIAL OF DISCRIMINATION. 


Further evidence relative to the al¬ 
leged wrongful connection between the 
Bankers* Construction Company and 
the Art Metal Construction Company In 
regard to the oontraots for steel furni¬ 
ture for the Circuit Clerk’s office and 
the County Clerk’s office was heard yes¬ 
terday by the Investigating Committee 
of the Fiscal Court, consisting of Mag¬ 
istrates O’Connor, Dorsey, Meglemry, 
Hoffman and Robb. So far the defense 
ha* not had its inning, but its repre¬ 
sentatives declare that they will Intro¬ 
duce evidence which will exonerate both 
concerns. 

It is charged that the Bankers’ Con¬ 
struction Company, which drew the 
plahs for both jobs, played into the 
hand of the Art Metal Construction 
Company by naming devices and con¬ 
ditions surrounding the work with 
which that corporation alone could com¬ 
ply. 

Sam P. Jones, president of the Com¬ 
mercial Bank and Trust Company, 
which secured its steel furniture from 
the Art Metal Construction Company, 
was the first witness introduced by R. 
W. Bingham. County Attorney. He 
said that he had heard there was a 
connection between the two concerns, 
but that after an investigation he sat¬ 
isfied himself tho-t they were all rlgot 
and to uld be depended upon. 

He admitted that after the Bankers’ 
Construction Company had drawn the 
plans for his company’s offices the only 
bid submitted was from the Art Metai 
Construction Company. He denied that 
there had been any decided cut on the 
steel furniture bid when his company 
decided to extend its call for bids t:> 
wooden furniture ma-mjfacturers. 

A letter of Indorsement of the Art 
Metal Construction Company which Mr. 
Jones had written, and which had been 
conveyed by Official Indexer Henry 
Schwtoters to R. L. Pagu, Assistant 
County Attorney, was induced and 
Identified. A similar letter, which wue 
taken to Chairman O'Connor, of the 


Courthouse Committee of the Fiscul 
Court, was put into the record. 

• • • 

Other Company Saw No Chance. 

George T. Cross, local agent of the 
Berger Manufacturing Company, a steel 
furniture concern of Canton, O., was 
placed on the stand. 

He swore that when he wrote his 
company of the proposed work of sup¬ 
plying the steel furniture In the County 
Clerk’s office and Circuit Clerk’s office 
he received the reply that It would not 
go into It, because the Bankers’ Con¬ 
struction Company had drawn the plans 
and 4 u would lie a matter of great Jlffi- 
cuKy to comply with them. Further¬ 
more. he said that if the company had 
been awarded the oontraot tt would give 
the representatives of the Bankers' Con¬ 
struction Company access to their 
plant, which would be very objectiona¬ 
ble. Witness sold that his company 
wrote him that it had no information 
about how to supply the Bankers' sani¬ 
tary mold, which the County Attorney 
charges is a device controlled by the 
Art Metal Construction Company 

Mr. Cross said further that Ms com¬ 
pany wrote him denying that It had 
on hand any specifications drawn by the 
Bankers’ Construction Company for th** 
Count> Clerk’s office and. therefore, 
was In no position to bid. The im- 
pierslon the witness gave was that the 
Bankers’ Construction Company sent 
the plane and specifications tn the 
County Clerk’s office to the Berger 
Manufacturing Compnny. It was de¬ 
nied by the represent a ttves of the Bank- 
ers’ Construction Company that such 
was the fact. Witness said his com¬ 
pany wrote Mm that It would have had 
a man on the scene If It thougnt that 
there was any chance to land the ion- 
tract. Mr. Cross said that the B*r«rer 
Manufacturing Company was the larg. 
e?t steel concern of Its kind outside of 
the system of mills controlled by the 
United States Steel Corporation. On 
cross-examination witness denied that 
he had heard that the steel work hi 
the San Francisco post-office, supplied 
by his firm, had been thrown back < n 
its bands 

• • • 

Manipulation Alleged. 


April 2 and May 7 the Bankers’ Con¬ 
struction Company drew the plans for 
the County Clerk’s office, advertised 
them and had the bid in hand ft r 
letting on May 7. only one being recelv- 
ei He then called attention f o the 
fact that the Bankers’ Oondrucitl >n 
Company had given as a reason fur 
two months’ delay In the Circuit Clerk’s 
office Job, a change In part of the speci¬ 
fications which had been required. 

Through his questions to Capt. 
Cowles. Mr. Bingham next attacked th* 
letting of the Circuit Clerk’s office j:b. 
contending that through the manipula¬ 
tion of the Bankers* Construction Com¬ 
pany one of the three bidders withdrew 
his bid while another was not consi lur¬ 
ed because he had not had nis sample* 
reudy for exhibit in the right part of 
the courthouse. The third bid. win* n 
was successful, was that of the Art 
Meta! Construction Company. Capt. 
Cowles testified entirely from nis recol¬ 
lection and did not shed a great u :\l 
of light on the subject as Mr. Bingham 
saw 1L His allegations are denied uy 
the Art Metal Construction Company.

Bureau of Corporaton.9 Conducting

Washington. May -o.—[Special.]—Col. 
L. F. Livingston, of Georgia, on hi* 
return to Washington to-day to assist 
In the investigation into the methods 
of the cotton exchanges of the country 
being made by the Bureau of Cor¬ 
poration* declared that he look««l for 
a report to be made to the President 
by the middle of July or the first of 
August. 

“We are sure to win our fight,” ho 
said, “and bring the exchanges buck 
to a legitimate method of doing busi¬ 
ness which will mea»» a reform in their 
present contracts.** 

Representative Livingston said h* 
feared the public was in danger of 
assuming that because the Bureau of 
Corporations was not making any nolst 
in its work and was making no an¬ 
nouncements through the press nothin*: 
was being done. A representative of 
the bureau has for the past six weeks 
been investigating th s antUr* r>f the 
New York Cotton Exchange and o her* 
will look into the New Orleans and 
Memphis exchanges 

Asked about the activity of Thtodon* 
H. Prtce, who has turned cotton hull. 
Col. Livingston said he was gratified 
that Mr. Price had taken up the fight 
and was moving along the very lines he 
himself outlined. In b ginning his tisht 
Mr. Price declared that all the charge- 
made by Col. Livingston were true. It 
was pointed out, however, that the 
Government could take no part In this 
personal campaign. 


Considerable merriment characterised 
the bidding for the property and equip¬ 
ment of the Louisville and Jefferson¬ 
ville Perry Company, which took place 
at the Bbard of Trade yesterday morn¬ 
ing. None of the property was sold, 
and the bids that were made were 
laughingly declined by the auctioneer. 
Trevor H. Whayne. Most of those pres¬ 
ent were not inclined to view the pro¬ 
ceedings seriously, and It is probable 
that within the next week the liquida¬ 
tion of .the ferry company will be ac¬ 
complished privately. 

J. LIthgmv Smith, representing Ed- 
wamd Browning and K. Plttner, of Cin¬ 
cinnati, opened the bidding by offering 
$5,000 for the rights, title, franchise, the 
two ferryboats and the docks on each 
side of the river. Then everybody in 
the room laughed. Someone asked Mr. 
Smith If he would be willing to bid that 
much for the Paul Jones building if 
it were put up at auction. He replied: 

"Well, you sometimes get a bargain 
under the hammer.” 

Mr. Whayne continued to call for 
bijis. and after several minutes some¬ 
one el«? shouted: 

“Twvnty-rtve thousand dollars.” 

“Come, gentlemen, this is no joke,” 
persisted the auctioneer, and several 
rr.wie minutes of coaxing on his part 
fa d t i extract another bid from the 
assembly.

No Bids Ou Second Lot. 

The second lot offered by the auc¬ 
tioneer consisted of the excursion 
steiinicr Columbia and the summer re¬ 
sect. Fern Grove, up the river. Not a 
single bid was forthcoming for this lot, 
which Is considered the most desirable 
property owned by the company. 

Mr. Whayiie then put up another lot, 


consisting of the excursion steamer 
Sunshine and the property known as 
Sugar Grove. Every body in the room 
looked at each other expectantly as U»* 
auctioneer dsoned: 

“How much am I offered for Louis¬ 
ville’s fasten excursion boat and the 
finest summer grove hi Jefferson coun¬ 
ty?” but there was no bid, and all of 
the lota, after a few minutes’ more 
delay, were withdrawn from sale,

Many Like Property. 

Nearly 150 men attends! the auction, 
which hail been advertised extensively 
by the ferry officials. In the a^embly 
was an aggregation of steamboat men 
from Cincinnati, some of whom said 
Ofcit they came to buy the excursion 
steamers if they could b? purchased 
cheaply enough. Another delegation 
fr Am Kansas City also had tefc eyes on 
the excursion boats. They said they 
oould use them to advantage on the 
Missouri river. 

An agent of the Louisville and South¬ 
ern Indiana Traction Company wa- also 
present, but he made no offers feu* any 
of the property. It was said that he 
hod commuicatod to several others that 
he would buy in “the whole shootln* 
match.” If he thought that it was about 
to go too cheaply. He was particularly 
anxious to secure the ferry franchise, 
he said.; 

W. W Hite, president of the ferry 
company, said after the bidding was 
over that In his opinion the property 
would be disposed of at private sale, 
and that the old company would con¬ 
tinue to operate for some time to come. 
He said that a number of offers had 
been made privately for various p rtio*** 
of the property, and all of these were 
being considered.

Daniel J. Reynolds, formerly a member 
of the police force, committed suicide in 
his room at 447 West Market street yes* 
terday noon by swallowing about two 
ounces of carbolic acid. No other reason 
than slight despondency, caused by the 
loss of work at tho boiler factory of 
Thomas Mitchell, 1716 West Main street, 
can be given as tho cause of his act. 
Friday night Reynolds told Mrs Ruby 
Crawfbrd, tho landlady, that he intended 
to end his life. She paid no attention to 
hts threat. 

A noise coming from Reynolds’ room at¬ 
tracted tho attention of Mrs. Crawford 
Just at noon time. She hastened to teh 
room and found Reynolds, with a bottle 
in his hand, lying on tho floor. She call¬ 
ed Dr Charles Scribner, but when the 
physician arrived Reynolds was uncon¬ 
scious. He was removed to the iCty 
Hospital and died shortly afterward. 

Reynolds wns thirty-five years of age 
and was divorced. Mrs. Minnie Hack, 
of 1723 Eighteenth street, is the only sur¬ 
viving relative. Most of the time that 
Reynolds was on tbe police force, during 
the year 1905, he lived with his sister, and 
It Is at her home that funeral sorvicoa 
will be held at 2:80 o’clock to-morrow aft¬ 
ernoon. Burial will bo In St. Louis ceme¬ 
tery.

Tho death of James P. Fmlth at his 
home at Titusville, Pa., recently leaves 
onjy one survivor of the trio who 
drilled the first oil well, the famous 
Drake well, which struck oil on August 
28. 1858. While Edwin L Drake was 
tho manager and moving spirit In the 
company which drilled the first well. 
WlHtam A. Smith, known throughout 
the oil country as "Uncle Billy," and 
his two sons, James P. and S. B Smith, 
wore the men belnd te drill. Of these 
three. S. B. Smith, of Titusville. Pa. 
Is the only one living who assisted In 
the work and was present when oil was 
discovered oozing from the first hole 
drilled; on Watson’s Flats. Near Titus¬ 
ville. 

In the summer of 1856 George H. 
BlssoH. of Eveleth A Blssell. attorneys, 
of New York City, noticed a bottle of 
petroleum In the window of a Broad¬ 
way drug store. Scanning the label 
closely, he learned that the fluid, which 
was sold as a medicine, was prooured 
from sail wells at Tarentum. ra-ar 
Pittsburg. The sight of the derricks ** 
the label gave Blssell the idea of bor 
ing Artesian wells for oil. Rveleth. his 
partner, approved the theory, and they 
set to work at once to restore the Penn¬ 
sylvania Rock Oil Company. In which, 
besides themselves, James H. Town¬ 
send, WUliam A Ives and Ashael Pler- 
pont. of New Haven, Conn., were inter¬ 
ested. 

The company was reorganised, and 
HSdwin L. Drake, a conductor on the 
New York and New Haven railroad 
whom Ulne.HR had forced to quit that 
kind of work, was employed to man- 
ago the test of the new theory of drill¬ 
ing artesian wells for oil. Drake had 
purchased some of the stock In the old 
company In his more prosperous days, 
and gladly accepted the opportunity for 
a change of air and scene, in the hope 
that It would benefit his health. 

It took many months to get the stock 
holders and officers of the Pennsylvania 
Rock Oil Company working harmoni¬ 
ously. and consequently it was not un¬ 
til the fall of 1857 that Drake madfe his 
first visit to Titusville. After visiting 
the salt wells at Tarentum Drake re¬ 
turned to New Haven with a scheme 
for operating the property on Watson's 
Flats. In March. 1858. the Seneca Oil 
Company was organized, with Drake as 
president and owner of one-fortieth of 
the stock, and this company agreed to 
pay the Pennsylvania Rock Oil Com 
pany one-eighth of all oil, salt, or paint 
which was produced In return for a 
forty-five-year lease of the property at 
TMtuicvtlle. Equipped with this leaso 
and $ 1,000 to start work with. Drake 
and h4» family left for Titusville early 
in May, 1858.

anything within the zone of productive 
territory. 

Edwin L. Drake was born at Green¬ 
ville. N. Y.. March 11. 1819. At eighteen 
he was night clerk on a boat running 
between Buffalo and Detroit. Later he 
worked on a farm In Illinois, clerked 
two years in a hotel in Michigan, re¬ 
turned East and entered a dry goods 
store at New Haven as a clerk, clerked 
in New York City, removed to Massa¬ 
chusetts, and was express agent on the 
Boston and Albany railroad, and re¬ 
signed that position in 1849 to become 
conductor on the New York and New 
Haven railroad. In 1857 ho married Mias 
Laura Dow, in New York City. Fol¬ 
lowing the completion of the Drake 
well, h^ was. in 1880, elected Justice of 
the Peace at Titusville, a position pay¬ 
ing $2,500 a year, and later bought oil 
on commission for New York dealers. 
He met many ups and downs during 
the four years following the striking of 
the first oH well, and In the summer 
of 1863. with about $1,500 In his posses¬ 
sion, he left the oil country forever 
and entered into a partnership with a 
broker In Wall street. New York. 

• • • 

Dr a Ire’s Reward. 


Speculation In oil stocks soon dis¬ 
sipated Drake's small savings, and then 
Mi-health overtook him. He went, with 
his wife, to Long Branch, in the hope 
that the sea air would benefit his 
health, and there they were soon with¬ 
out funds. While Drake was In New 
York, one day in 1869, seeking a position 
for his twaive-year-oki son, he met 
Zeb” Martin, of Titusville, who. learn¬ 
ing his straitened circumstance*, help¬ 
ed hUn temporarily and promised to 
raise a fund for hU benefit. Mr. Mar¬ 
tin placed the matter before the people 
of the c4I region, and at a mass-meet¬ 
ing at Titusville $4,200 was raised and 
forwarded to Mrs. Drake. The recital 
of the distressing conditions to which 
the Drakes had been reduced led the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, In 1873, to 
grant an onulty of $1,500, payable dur¬ 
ing the life of himself and wife. Among 
the papers of Thaddeua Stevens, found 
after his death, was a bill which he 
had prepared to present to Congress 
asking for on appropriation of $250,000 
for Drake. The Drake family moved 
to Bethlehem. Pa. In 1870, and It was 
at that place. November 9. 1881, that 
Drake died. He was affable, genial 
and kindly; was of pronounced Individ¬ 
uality, and had few superiors as a 
story-teller. He always dTessod well, 
liked a good horse, and was of unblem¬ 
ished character. 

John J. McLnurin. In his "Sketches In 
Crude Oil." issued ten years ago. says 
of "Uncle Billy" Smith: "William A. 
Smith, bom In Butler county, in 1812, 
at the age of twelve years was ap¬ 
prenticed at Freeport to learn blnck- 
smlthlng. In 1827 he went to Pittsburg, 
and in 1843 opened a blacksmlthrfhop at 
Saline lelow Tarentum. Samuel M. 
Kler employed him to drill gait wells 
and manufacture drilling tools. After 
finishing the Drake well, he drilled In 
various sections of the oil region*, re¬ 
tiring to his farm In Butler a few years 
prior to his death, on October 23, 1890 
r U C L e as the b ° T " affectionately 

called him. was no small factor In giv- 
to mankind the llumlnator that en¬ 
lightened every quarter of the globe 
The farm he owned In 1859 and on 
which he died, proved to be good oil 
territory,'*

Th* First Drilling 

Drake underwent many trials In his 
endeavors to get started on the plan 
of drilling a well. In February. 1859, 
he w F ent to Tarentum and engaged 
driller, but the driller failed to report 
at Titusville, and In March ho drov4 to 
Tarentum In a sleigh to search for an¬ 
other. Finally William A. Smith ac¬ 
cepted the contract to manufacture the 
tools and drill the well, and on May 20. 
Smith, his two sons, and the drilllni: 
apparatus arrived at the point selected 
for the test. A derrick and pump house 
were built, and soon the start was made, 
but in digging the pit or w'oll bole 
Smith encountered so much w*ater that 
he W’as compelled to stop w r ork. After 
several weeks’ delay Drake solved the 
problem by driving a pipe thirty-six 
feet to the rock, and on August 14 the 
drill was started. 

During all the vexatious delays and 
trials Drake's funds were gradually 
growing less, but R. D. Fletcher and 
Peter Wilson, Titusville merchants. In¬ 
dorsed his paper for $1,600 at the crisis 
of his financial qffajrs, and the drijl 
continued Its downward course. Smith 
and his sons averaged three feet per 
day, resting nights and Sundays, and 
Indications of oil were met as the tools 
pierced the rock. 

As Smith and his sons were about to 
quit w'ork on Saturday afternoon, Au 
gust 28. 1859, the drill dropped half i 
foot into a crevice. But as such crev¬ 
ices were frequently found In salt w'ells 
nothing wns thought of this, and all 
hnrxls left for Titusville to spend Sun¬ 
day. The well had reached a depth of 
sixty-nine feet and was passing through 
coarse sand. Sunday afternoon "Uncle 
Billy" Smith strolled to the well to in 
sped it and see that none of the ap 
paratus had been tampered with. Look 
Ing Into the hole, from which the tool* 
had been drawn, he was astonished to 
see a fluid within six feet of Its mouth 
Quickly securing a piece of tin spout 
Ing he plugged one end of It and ran It 
down into the hole and pulled it up. It 
w,is filled with petroleum. 

Smith ran the spout down again and 
again, and each time it came to the 
surface filled with the precious fluid. A 
stranger passing the well was dis¬ 
patched to Titusville with the news, 
and the Smith boys broke all records 
sprinting to the scene. When Col. Drake 
arrived early the next morning Smith 
and his sons were guarding three bar¬ 
rels of ail. The pumping outfit was 
soon put in or>eration and by noon the 
well was producing oil at the rate of 
twenty barrels per day.

Has Sold Fifty Mil Hon Feed of Tim¬ 
ber For Railroad Ties. 


[Harper's Weakly ] ^ 

From several aspect* a striking in¬ 
terest atitiaiches to the recenft sale by 
the Government of about fifty minion 
fret of fflmbor on the Montana division 
of the Yefrlorwartone forewt reserve to 
a contracting company, which will con¬ 
vert most of the timber Into railroad 
ties. 

This la one of the largest sades ever 
a made of Government timfoer. The prloe 
Is advantageous, and a large percent¬ 
age of the cut win be of a species 
which a few yen r* ago w-as without 
market value, namely, lodge-pole pine. 
Furthc-r, It may be said with assurance 
that had n<X the preservative treatment 
of ties been shown to be both practical 
and economical, such a sale could not 
now* have been made, for 60 per cent, 
of the cut. or approximately one million 
tlea, is to be treated with preservatives 
by a process w'h/idh experiment and 
trial have placed on a sound business 
basis. 

The purchaser* of the tflmber have 
contracted to supply the Chicago, Bur- 
llngbon and Quincy and the Northern 
Pacific RuJhvay Companies wrkh ties 
for a period covering three years. The 
timber for which they applied to the 
Government consists of lodge-poie pine 
rod fir and spruoe. A large proportion 
of the a bund 1 b h>dge-pole. which grows 
very dene*4y. CV>nsenuen«ty, after all 
the specified timber ha* been removed, 
a plentiful stand of young trees will 
be left, which in a few years will again 
fbrm a forest of merchantable dimen - 
saons. 

The Government will receive 1 
stumpage price of $2.50 per 1.000 feet 
for the red fir and $2 per 1,000 feet for 
the spruce and pine. 

The story of the entrance of lodge- 
pole pine into the timber maraet is an 
interesting chapter in the history of 
the use of forest products. Five years 
ago this tree w-as classed among the 
nearly worthless, inferior timbers 
growing In the Northwestern States. 
It had never come into extensive use. 

Ite lability to attack by fungus and 
to check in drying, its softness and 
lightness and -the large percentage of 
sapwood in Its structure were disad¬ 
vantages which seemed to handicap it 
permanently. 

Yet the possibility and the need of 
finding substitutes for scarcer woods 
had already led to the oloecr study of 
a number of unexplolteil species, and 
devices were being sought by which 
artificial treatment might be mode to 
take the place of natural adaptability 
to a specific service. 

Among these devices were improve¬ 
ments in seasoning methods and the 
use of preservatives, it was found 
that preservative treatment, which 
greatly prolonged the life of certain 
timbers, depends largely for Its »ur. 
cess upon the penetrability of the wood, 
which permits the preservatives to en¬ 
ter the wood substance easily.

[From a Letter by Rev. F. M. Chapin, 
Missionary of the American Board and 
one of the Prisoners of Pekin] 

With the opening of hoMilltie* In 
western Shantung by a long persecu¬ 
tion of the native Christians, Conger 
was called upon to show what he could 
do. Here It must be said that ho did 
all he was able to do. When Brooks 
was murdered, and the missionaries 
petitioned In the strongest terms that 
Yu Hsien, tho late Governor of that 
province, a* the principal cause of hte 
death, should be punished by being do-* 
dared Incapable of ever again holding 
office, both Conger and Sir Claude Mac 
dotuUd were In favor of such a punish¬ 
ment. But the Chinese court was al¬ 
ready determined to drive the foreigner 
from the empire. Visiting Mr. Conger 
; on the 8th of last June. I asked him 
w'hy these two Governments permitted 
f Yu Hslen to go to Shan-Sl as Governor. 
MaJ. Conger's reply was that to have 
done oriierwlse would have been to de¬ 
clare war. Now\ as we know, the 
United States was never willing to en- 
guge in war upon China. The admin¬ 
istration did not want it. for it had ail 
it could stagger under with tho onus 
of the w f ar In the Philippines, 
i MaJ. Conger during those flfty-flve 
i days of siege want dally to th© United 
States legation und attended to hi* reg¬ 


ular duties. Every day, and sometimes 
several times a day. he visited the 
chapel where lived most of the Ameri¬ 
cans, and on each occasion he was full 
of hope and cheerfulness. It wns he 
w-ho ordered the United States marines 
back on to the wall which they had 
left, with the words that they were to 
fight it out there until the last man 
perished, os upon them rested the lives 
of a .11 the women and children In the 
British legation. During those days 
there were many unfavorable com¬ 
ments upon the British embassador, 
who was also Commander-in-chief, but 
I cannot recollect ever hearing one 
against MaJ. Conger. On the contrary, 
the proposition was broached to make 
him the Commander-in-chief, the Brit¬ 
ish especially being openly hostile to 
Sir Claude. 

Against 9 uch honors he protested, 
saying that he had had no training 
which would fit him to discharge the 
duties which would thus be thrust upon 
him. Called upon for supplies of cloth, 
he and Mrs. Conger were among the first 
to offer all they had for making sand 
bags; nor did hia menu from day to 
day differ from that of those w'ho lived 
off the rations drawn from the com¬ 
mon *tores. The Conger family and 
their guests ate uncomplainingly the 
flesh of horse or mule, or the coarse 
bread—a statement which could not bo 
made of all the embassadors or other 
foreigners In the siege. 

There are three kinds of ministers the 
United States does not wish to repre¬ 
sent It In China: One of these is »o 
servile that he becomes only a mouth¬ 
piece of the Secretary of State; another 
never disagrees with his colleagues In 
the diplomatic body lest he become un¬ 
popular; a third has no sympathy with 
the people among whom he lives, but is 
strong for hi* own Government, wheth¬ 
er right or wrong. It is ne 4 fdless to 
state that Conger belofigs to none of 
these classes. He is strong and ho 
knows It; but It Is not the strength of 
a man who is egotlstlc> or unwilling to 
learn—or to unlearn. And he Is Inde¬ 
pendent both of his colleagues and of 
the administration w-hich supports him. 
but this independency has never been 
offensive to either. Conger is a man 
w'ho Is very much liked.

SAILORS’ STORE THAT PUT THE 
BUMBOAT OUT. 


Xluejackets Need Garters Nowadays 
—And Cigarettes—Lots of Them 
—No Drinks. 


[New York Sun.] 

Among the many tilings added to 
ships of the navy in recent years for 
the comfort of the men there is prob¬ 
ably nothing that has contributed more 
to the contentment of the crew than the 
chip's store, or canteen, as it is gen¬ 
erally called. 

The paymaster’s department of the 
ship carries all the necessaries, de- 
jiomlated "clothing and small stores," 
and embracing all clothing necessary 
for a regulation outfit, as well as cloth, 
flannel and cotton drill for making 
complete suits, with Bewing silk and 
cotton, needles, soap, tobaoep. shoe 
brushes, blacking and many other 
articles Indispensable to Jack s welfare; 
but the canteen adds to these little com¬ 
forts, which up to the time of its ad¬ 
vent cr*ttld be obtained only from the 
^ bumboat. and at exorbitant prices. 

It vvould bo difficult to say juri what 
led up to tho Institution of the can¬ 
teen. but there can be no doubt that 
the bumboat people themselves were 
| largely responsible for it. for Its ap¬ 

pearance marked the disappearance of 
the bumboat. and incidentally marked 
a reduction in the price of commodities 
and made jack more thrifty; for he 
was always in debt to the bumboat be¬ 
cause it was so easy to obtain credit, 
which cannot be had at the canteen. 

Though not officially recognized by 
the Navy Depart mem. and ho being 
something of an orphan, the canteen 
has come to stay. The funds for its es¬ 
tablishment are not supplied by the 
Government, and at times the starting 
of one is beset with difficulties, the men 
frequently being unable or unwilling to 
subscribe the amount necessary to do 

In such cases dealers are not unwill¬ 
ing to stock it. knowing full well that 
the ship’s regulations for Its manage¬ 
ment are such that the investment is 
as safe ns any other that they could 
make, and that repayment Is certain. 
Tho business, run on a strictly cash 
basis, is under the direct control of 
the paymaster, with monthly supervis¬ 
ion of the stock and accounts by a 
board of officers appointed by the Cap¬ 
tain. , _ 

Each man Is permitted to draw from 
his account a certain amount each 
month for expenditure at the canteen 
which amount# is issued in the form of 
small pasteboard tickets, so surrounded 
with numbers and signatures ns to 
make it well nigh Impossible for the 
men to dispose of them except at the 
store. , , 

The stock of the canteen is ns varied 
as that of a country store and Its char¬ 
acter as good as can be found in simi¬ 
lar goods anywhere; for although the 
canteen was established primarily for

the men, the officers also are liberal 
patrons of it. 

It embraces a little of everything, 
but the principal commodities are 
cigarettes, smoking tobacco and pipes, 
candy, chewing gum, stationery, play¬ 
ing cards, while It may surprise many 
people to know’ that safety pine and 
garters form no inconsiderable portion 
of the stock 

How it would shock an old man-o'- 
warsman to suggest the wearing of 
garters! But he knew only the historic 
"purser's sock," which needed no sup¬ 
port. His modem successor seldom 
wears the socks provided by the pay¬ 
master. and until recently got his half 
hose from the canteen, where he also 
found the necessary garters for keep¬ 
ing them up; but until one gets accus¬ 
tomed to it the sight of Jack in gar¬ 
ters is ludicrous In the extreme to old 
naval men. 

There arc some who regard this as 
another* indication of the advance of 
modern ideas, while the old bluejacket 
shakes his head and wonders what the 
navy is coming to, Just as he does when 
he sees the youngsters smoking cigar¬ 
ettes instead of taking a man's smoke 
of good old navy plug. Be that as it 
may, garters seem to have taken as 
firm a hold as clgaiwttes, and the can¬ 
teen, as purveyor to everybody, merely 
meets the public demand. 

There is one thing that is not car¬ 
ried in stock, and that is matches, for 
the care exercised to guard against 
fire is no more relaxed in the great 
steel battleships with its powerful 
steam fire pumps than It was Iri the 
days of the old wooden frigate with 
hand pumps. The result Is that the 
youngsters who smoke cigarettes can 
do so only when the smoking lamp Is 
lighted, and except on rainy days this 
is only after meals. In this way there 
is a check on the cigarette smoking, 
which otherwise would make It a 
greater nuisance than It Is on shore. 

Of all things carried It Is safe to say 
that there Is nothing pulte as dear to 
Jack’s heart as candy, for if truth be 
told, he has a very sweet tooth—In 
fact, he is an Inveterate candy eater as 
long as the supply in the canteen holds 
out. Until the coming of the canteen 
he had few opportunities for Indulging 
this taste, and even with the canteen 
his Indulgence must necessarily be 
somewhat limited, owing to the fact 
that the capacity of the store is always 
small and stowage space tlmlted. 

Nevertheless it is not unusual for a 
large battleship when preparing for a 
winter cruise In the West Indies to lay 
In as much as two tons of candy. More 
would be carried if there Were space for 
it. and this apparently large quantity 
is usually exhausted long before the 
ship starts to returtN to the United 
States. 

The enndy ranges from the popular 
peanut brittle to the fancy brands of 
French candy put up In attractive 
boxes, with all the trimming# that go 
to make up a box for his best girl, for 
Jack Is a connoisseur In things sweet. 
What class of men eat R? Every class 
and all ages, from the Admiral to the 
youngest landsman. It is related of an 
Admiral who recently commanded the 
North Atlantic fleet that this dignified 
officer was one of the best patron# of 
the canteen for candy and that It was 
not unusual to see him slip a piece of 
peanut brittle into his mouth when en¬ 
gaged in Important evolutions. 

There is another side of the canteen 
that should not be lost sight of. one that 
presents a meritorious feature, and that 
Is the wholesome effect It has on dis¬ 
cipline; for as a general rule the amount 
that a man may spend at the canteen 
is regulated in accordance with his con¬ 
duct record, a first-class man being al¬ 
lowed much more than one of the 
fourth class. For that reason, if for no 
other, special effort is generally made 
to keep on the first class In order that 
the privileges of the canteen may not 
be curtailed. 

Best failure to mention the fact 
should create a false Impression on ac¬ 
count of the use of the word canteen, 
It Is proper to say that no liquids, ex¬ 
cept perhaps tooth w’ash, are dispensed 
In the ship’s store.

Eighteenth street, who was arrested on 
the charge of stealing Bucky in De¬ 
cember, 1904. has sued Paul H. 8 
Brown, a rich baker, of 33 Third 
avenue, for $10,000 damages for false 
imprisonment and malicious prosecu¬ 
tion, alleging that it was Brown’s affi¬ 
davit to the police tha; resulted In his 
wrongful arrest.

Mrs Ascher always had a fondness 
for kittens, and when she heard the 
plaintive "ineow's v of a tiny tabby in 
Third avenue one night as shr wac 
returning from a theater, she was all 
pity.

THE NEGRO OPTIMIST. 


[Boston Transcript ] 

"The average negro engaged In Jour¬ 
nalism Ls suffering from that new ail¬ 
ment called ’bruin-storm.’ He see# 
nothing but dire calojuity for the race. 
Let us ‘forget It.' Let us try to see the 
bright side of the question and see less 
of the dark side." These are thfe w-ords 
of a Boston editor, Mr. Charles Alexan¬ 
der of Alexander's magazine, a "race" 
monthly. His column# are sown with 
Items to cheer the colored down-heart¬ 
ed; such as the fact that "thirty-one 
banks have beeen established by repre¬ 
sentative men and women of the race" 
and other facts Illustrating the great 
headway already made by the race 
along purely commercial lines. Mr. 
Frederick Lynch, who In the Christian 
at Work writes that he came away 
from a speech by a distinguished 
Southern writer on the negro problem, 
who said a gnmt deal about the love 
of a Southerner for the negro, but al¬ 
ways with the love of a man for his 
dog—"with a sense of gloom hanging 
over him," Is quoted and applauded for 
his descriptions of a trip with an Og¬ 
den party where he saw things In the 
South "that notwithstanding the 
speeches and music and barbecues and 
picnic# hekl in honor of the Ogden par- 
ty V removed any false repose in his 
shallenv optimism from hi# heart. He 
realized as he saw "the thousands of 
shiftless, childlike, untrained negroes" 
everywhere that "there Is a very dark 
side." But after finding the work of 
Booker Washington, not only at Tu#- 
kegee, but Jn offshoots scattered 
through the South, he declare# that 
here at Inst "the optimist saw with his 
eye# what he had long seen with his 
vision, that only here wns the way 
out." 

"A sick race." says Dr. Washington, 
"Is a poor investment. Let us not get 
the reputation of being sick." Bishop 
Turner, on the other hand. Is one of 
the greater leaders of the race whose 
palley seems to be to bring It# griev¬ 


ances prominently and continually to 
the fore. At the mass-meeting at At¬ 
lanta on Sunday, designed to bring 
about a better understanding to re¬ 
place the critical tension which now 
prevails there and everywhere through¬ 
out the South. Bishop Turner recited 
unsparingly the discriminations that 
have recently been made against the 
negro, not only in the local courts and 
Legislature, but by the national au¬ 
thority, In’ the Senate, the Supreme 
Court and by the President himself. 
Bishop Turner has long been the 
prophot of the movement among the 
negroes for a general exodus to Africa, 
a solution which seems quite as im¬ 
practicable as the Zionist's agitation 
for the up-gathering of the Jews into 
Jerusalem and Palestine. Alexander's 
Magazine, however, with all Its optim¬ 
ism gives its hospitality and moral sup¬ 
port to the growing movement of 
blacks from this country to Liberia. It 
appears that Francis H. V^rren. of De¬ 
troit, is about to start to Liberia, ac¬ 
companied by at least 50 "young men, 
who are w^ell drained In the arts and 
crafts. "We have the highest regard 
for Mr. Warren,, and we believe his 
ptan of experimenting In the Henry 
George ’Single Tux’ theory will be 
fruitful of great results," says the ed¬ 
itor. One of the most determined and 
best educated of the negroes of Bos¬ 
ton and its vicinity Is about leaving for 
England on his way to Liberia for a vis¬ 
it to his mother, who remains In a typ¬ 
ical African native village In the Inter- ' 
lor, without anything of what we mil 
education or any knowledge of whnt we 
call civilized life. It will be Interesting 
to get the Impressions of this return¬ 
ing native, for he is the master of 
trained literary gifts. Considerable 
capital has of Inte been invested In Li¬ 
beria in road building; sanitary condi¬ 
tions have reduced the mortality from 
climatic diseases; railroads havo been 
constructed; telephone and telegraph 
systems have beeen introduced; and 
within a few month# a cable system 
has been established between Great 
Britain and the republic. There t# no

They 
paste the windows up In winter with 
faded, yellow newspapers to keep the 
sunlight out. Just as they do in the 
backwoods still. The wind blow's 
through it quite often. Its mas¬ 
ter Is beginning to wish to get down 
among the rc«t of the people, where 
the sunshine warm# the blood and 
makes hearts lighter. The public 
rather pities an ordinary millionaire. 
Mr. Rockefeller w-ould rather be pitied 
than hated. For pity la akin to love. 
It Is a long step from a United State# 
Indictment to love. But then—who 
knows?

The Board of Public Works, of New 
Albany, at the meeting yesterday morn¬ 
ing, discussed the petition of County 
Treasurer Frank Green, asking for the 
opening of an alley west of State street, 
between Green and Albany streets, 
which, he claimed, had been closed by 
other property owner*. Mr. Green in¬ 
sisted that the alley be opened at once. 
He declared that It had been used as a 
thoroughfare and that the b ard. under 
the law. had the authority to order any 
obstruction removed. Others argued 
that the opening of tho alley was the 
province of the Common Council and 
action on the matter was Anally de¬ 
ferred until the next meeting of the 
board. 

Mr Green was not satisfied with the 
action of the board and had subpoenas 
Issued at once for all the members of 
the Board of Works, the Mayor. City 
Attorney, other city officers, as well as 
several property owners to appear be¬ 
fore the sitting grand Jury of the Floyd 
Circuit Court next Monday morning, 
when the quertlnp will be thoroughly 
Investigated. Under the law. tho pun¬ 
ishment for obstructing a hlghwny Is 
a severe one and Mr. Green Is now de¬ 
termined to push the matter to the 
limit. 

The Board of Works referred the 
matter of a change of grade on Thomas 
and Oak streets to the City Engineer. 
The Improvement of the alley between 
Main and Market, w’esrt of Thirteenth, 
was deferred. A hole In the asphalt 
pavement at Ea*t Ninth and Main 
streets, wf|s ordered repaired and the 
Barber Asphalt Comjmny dlrented to 
take Steps at once to repair all other 
hole# in the newly-made street*. The 
question of Improving East Fifth. Sev¬ 
enth. Eighth, Ninth. Tenth, Eleventh. 
Twelfth, Fifteenth and other crons 
streets was discussed and action de¬ 
ferred until the meeting next Wednes¬ 
day. The Board of Works Is In favor 
of ordering the Improvement of these 
streets, but the majority of the prop¬ 
erty owners will bitterly oppose such 
action. 


BRITISH TRUSTS. 


The Extent of Business Com¬ 
binations Not Realized. 


RECENT VOLUME TRACES DE¬ 
VELOPMENT OF MOVEMENT. 


WRITER THINKS IT NOT DAN¬ 
GEROUS AT PRE8ENT. 


REASON FOR WATCHFULNESS. 


Reviewing a recent work by Henry 
W Macrosty, the London Tribune says: 

The extent to which combination has 
been carried in British Industry Is not 
perhapks generally realized. The great 
amalgamations In the textile trades. It 
Is true, have attracted considerable at¬ 
tention. but this has bo©n largely duo 
to the failure of some of them to ful¬ 
fill the expectations of their sharehold¬ 
er*. on the one hand, and to the phe¬ 
nomenal success of J. A F. Coats on 
the other. Most remarkable result*. In¬ 
deed. are shown by the Coats amal¬ 
gamation, the aggregate profits of the 
company fqr the past four year* 
amounted to no loss a sum than £ 10 ,- 
700,000. And those who have not giv¬ 
en attention to the problem will prob¬ 
ably be surprised to learn that five 
textile combinations, Including J^ A 
P. Coats, have between them a total 
capital of £39,000,000. 

Combination, however. I* by no means 
confined to the textile Industrie*, and 
Mr. Maerosty's book derives special 
value from tl|e painstaking manner In 
which the author traces the develop¬ 
ment of the movement In Its various 
phases. In the Iron and steel branches, 
for Instance, h number of amalagama- 
tiona have taken place in recent y«*ars 
of Important businesses which were 
complementary of each other, and the 
effect ha* proved highly beneficial, 
since economy In production and great¬ 
er efficiency in administration have 
been secured, and th* particular work* 
Involved have been nlaced In a better 
position to withstand foreign competi¬ 
tion. Fir W. G. Armstrong. Whitworth 
Co. (limited), which has a capita) of 
nearly £ 6 , 000 . 000 . 1 * a caes In point; 
Vickers. Sons A Malxm (limited), with 
a capital of more than £7.000.000. Is an¬ 
other. The latter sprang from Vickers. 
Bon* A Co. (limited), steel manufac¬ 
turers. of Sheffield, which was formed in 
1867 with a capital of 1150,000. This en¬ 
terprise developed the manufacture of 
railway material, heavy steel casting* 
and forging*, and more recently gun* 
And armor plates. In iR9? It took over 
the Naval Construction of Armament* 
Company, of Barrow', and the Maxim 
Nordenfelt Guns and Ammunition Com¬ 
pany. *n that It might be able to "build, 
equip and arm the largest battleship 
that may be required," and five year* 
later It acquired a half share In the 
business of W. Beardmore & Co., steel- 
masters and shipbuilders, of Glasgow. 
The company ha* various other Impor¬ 
tant and. like Armstrong's, 

fumishti* an Interesting and successful 
example- of combination effected to se¬ 
cure the economies of concentrated 
manufacture*. In the Salt Union, which 
tva* established to regulate prices, we 
have an organization of a very differ¬ 
ent nature, and It Is significant that 
while many of the amalgamations 
formed to bring about economic* In 
production have proved eminently 
profitable, the Salt Union has failed In 
its alms. Its ordinary shareholders 
have received no dividend nlnoe 1896. 
and five years ago. owing to the ln*s**« 
sustained Its capital wa* written down 
by £ 1,600.000—from £ 4 . 200,000 to £ 2 .- 
600.000. Free trade is. of course, the 


great,safeguard ncr.ilnst combinations 
which seek to raise price*. 

In the brewing u tele the concentra¬ 
tion of capital has proceeded on an 
extr&ordlnariy sojl«\ and in many case* 
with disastrous financial results, ow¬ 
ing to the extravagant prices paid by 
competing breweries for licensed 
houses. This movement has. of course, 
become notorious, but It Is doubtful 
whether It Is generally realized that 
th* aggregate capital of sixteen brew¬ 
ery companies reaches the enormous 
total of £70,900,000. 

The whole subject bf Industrial com¬ 
binations. whether for the purpose of 
production or of regulating prices. 1 * 
a fascinating one. and Mr Macros*y*s 
book la a mine of Information bearing 
upon the problem In Its various phases. 
The word "trust" la not UBed by the 
w riter In a condemnatory sense, and he 
—rightly, we think—sums up the situa¬ 
tion by saying that, so far as the Inter- 
est* of the community are concerned, 
tho movemertt which he has so ex¬ 
haustively described 1 * not at present 
dangerous, but that "It contain*, like 
every new development, groat and new' 
possibilities alike for good ami evil. 
• • • There Is no cause for pessim¬ 

ism. but there 1 * every reason for 
watchfulness.'^ This Is a less pes¬ 
simistic conclusion than that at which 
| Mr. Mm rnsty arrived in his previous 
work ^Trusts and the State.’*

Carpenters So Notify Contractors— 
However, District Council Says It 
Will Welcome Arbitration. 


Unless the contracting carpenters agree 
to an eight-hour day and a wage scale or 
thirty-seven and one-lialf cents an hour, 
beginning June 1. the 900 union carpenter* 
In Louisville will lay down their tools and 
refuse longer to work, according to In¬ 
formation furnished the contractors by a 
committee from the District Council of 
Carpenters. At present the journeymen 
carpenters are working nine hours and 
are paid $3.15 a day.

N EW YORK. M«iy 24.—Heavy and 
hard stage shows that look light 
and easy, because the perform¬ 
ers are antic and graceful, al¬ 
ways hold out against serious drama In 
summertime.

Harrison and Adele 
Ritchie have the lead In the best of the 
novelties In “Fascinating Flora.” An 
Interpolated song. “The Subway Ex¬ 
press,” has the catchiest of the tunes. 
It’s verses tell of flirtation, courtship 
nnd betrothal of a fellowr and a girl 
who are passengers on our underground 
railway. While those two sweethearts 
warble and saunter to 49 ml fro. Just 
back of the footlights, their experience 
Is illustrated on the stage behind them. 
A car Is run Into view at the third 
verse, with the chords In the seats at 
the open window*; apd for the en¬ 
suing verses that car’q standing roam 
is crowded by as many of the play 
characters as can hang to the straps. 
Jostle one another, get fighting mnd, 
and otherwise demonstrate the discom¬ 
forts endured by New York city pas¬ 
sengers. That Is, I think, tho most 
elaborate scenic setting that any song 
has had, and ail In the w'ay of non¬ 
sense.

An Ibsen drama of moral m1aj?ma, 
“LMtte Eyolf,” In the evening of a May 
day thAt bad been bright and balmy, 
was bound to be depressing, and not 
uplifting, as Boron Do Witz had de¬ 
clared l»t would be. TVie Boron had said 
a gr»-at deal In tenners. Intenletrs and 
a lecture about Ibwn’s works; how 
Americans had not comprehended them 
because American actors ‘were too 
clonnsqr to InierprPt them, and how Oda 
Nilsren, greatest of Danish aotreuses, 
had been graciously permitted by the 
Danish King to come over nnd enlight¬ 
en us rbsenlcally. Lost wo might take 
Mrs. Nttss^n to be a granvlfMughter of 
Christine NlhMen. the Norwegian opera 
singer, or a daughter of AdekUde NcU- 
son. the English tragedienne, or. dread¬ 
ful thought: a sister of Carlotta NU1- 
son. <ihe mere American actreap, she 
would not use her family name here, 
but w.ruM be knowm to publicity as 
Oda only. And then Oda Only pro¬ 
claimed Ibsen as though She were a 
prophetess In a land that knew* him 
[ not. So an uudUcmce—one audience— 
the first and laslt In a proposed long 
series of audiences—assembled to see 
“Lllitle EjYilf’ so Illumined that all that 
was in It would be visible to even un¬ 
inspired mlncte. Alla Nazlmova trill 
U 5 *e tbe play here next season, and It 
would be as wvll to got a clear first 
view from Odu, rather than take a 
doubtful chance of obfimication from 
Alla. 

Of course, some of us dnred to think 
we know from reading “LK'de Eyolf’ 
that It Is a study of human responsi¬ 
bility In the dirties of love. Rlra’s love 
I of her hiwtband. Alfred. Is so wfld a 
passion that she becomes lrrattonally 
Jealous of rhelr child, ond Is gfad when 
the crippled little follow in drowned. 
Alfred Is estranged from his wife by 
her savagery, and turns to Asia, sup¬ 
posedly hi* half sister, between whom 
u love other than brotherly and sister¬ 
ly develops. Bo. when Alfred and Rita 
j part, and the discovery Is made that 
he and Affia are not blood relatives, 
happiness for two out of the three 
seems sure. But Alfred has been a 
theorist on “human responsibility.” 

! Now he will do what he deeme hts duty 
practically. He sends Asta away from 
his home and brings back Rita. 

None of us knew any more about j 
“Little Eyolf’ after Oda’s performanc* I 
than before, and some of us may have I 
known less; for she spoke English tool 
Imperfectly to be well heard; she was | 
not a pantomlmlcally graphic actress 
to be seen; and that she could be an 


artist of high rank In any' language 
seemed incredible. On the second even¬ 
ing the very’ few persons who went to 
the theater read on the closed door that 
she was “indisposed.”

Two New Modern Plays. 

Two explicit and palpable new' plays 
of our own Southwest, “The Builders” 
and “At the Ralnlww’s Fnd.” are 
shown to New York. One is of the 
Nineteenth century, and the other of 
the Twentieth; so of course they give 
very different views of that formerly 
Spanish section of our country*- If 
Davy' Crockett and Kit Carson have 
mot in the life beyond death's great 
divide, the two Kentuckians may have 
be<Vune boon companions over pota¬ 
tions of corn Juice, and exchanged rem¬ 
iniscences of border adventure, with 
Davy’s accounts of fights With boars 
and wolves In the Cumberland moun¬ 
tains. and Kit’s descriptions of warfare 
With tho Indians of the Rockies. Then, 
when Davy perhnpa said that Kit bad 
hunted the bigger aiid more dangerous 
game. KJt may have said: “Oh. but 
how about yuuah run-in with Eleunor 
Vaughn? Wasn’t that hunting the 
biggest o’ game—a gal-lady? An* dldn t 
youah git the. heart of her?” 

“Fo’ks Wouldn't uv found out abilut 
that.” Davy' may have replied, shame¬ 
facedly. ”if Frank Mayo hadn’t showed 
me up in a play.

Well. Ralph Stuart Is the actor to 
give theatrical publicity’ to Kit Car- 
son’s case of gal-lady in “At the Rain¬ 
bow’s End.” It Is a wonder that a plav 
with Kit for Its hero has not been 
brought out sooner, tho historic mate¬ 
rial being available nnd of very* human 
interest. I can’t tell you what sort of 
a drama Is the result, because—well. 
I wrote It In collaboration with Mr. 
Stuart. It was meant to be a depletion 
of adventure on the Santa Fe trail, at 
a time when that was the only path¬ 
way from Mlsfouri; through the 
Apache wilderness into New Mexico," 
and especially of one sentimental Jour¬ 
ney made by CZrson to escort a Marian 
Kent, I» It a mere Indian melodrama? 
Is It a romance of heroism In tfie wild- 
wood? Ned BunUine might be proud 
of It, but would Fennlmore Cooper be 
nsifaaJTied? Are Its pictures theatric 
only, or in the spirit of Frederic Rem¬ 
ington? And will Ralph Stuart as Kit 
Carson repeat Frank Mayo’s rucoess as 
Davy Crockett, or^-but my pen grows 
sordid.

/Sacha Guitry. Who Has Barely Passed the Knickerbocker Stage, 
Astounds the Critics by the Combination of Cleverness and 
Wickedness in His Latest Production—Third Play 
From His Pen, and All Have Shown Great Dra¬ 
matic Ability and Amazing Knowledge of 
Depravity.

P ARIS. May 11—“What should 
you call the play of th« hour 
here?” I asked my Parisian ac¬ 
quaintance hs we rattled down 
toward tho boulevards from the Gare 
du Nord. 

“The pteco best worth seeing.” he 
replied, “la Sacha Guitry’s La Clef * 
Not that it is a masterptelce. although 
it is amusing enough, but because it 
Phows how wteked a play may bo writ¬ 
ten by a youth who has barely passed 
the Knickerbocker stage.” 

I believed him to be Joking, but ho 
assured me that he spok® truth and 
that one of the “riskiest” pieces on 
view in Paris had a young man of some 
sixteen or seventeen summers for Its 
author.

Sacha Guitry. In fact, 1* quite the 
most amazing of Parisian prodigies— 
with perhaps one exception. That ex- j 
ceptlon would be Tadu Styka. most» 
precocious of painters and youngest of | 
the “linesmen” at the present Salon. . 
It may be recalled that one of Tada's j 
paintings was exhibited at St. Louis, 
yet he Is only fifteen, and at the re¬ 
cent 4 varnishing day” was to be seen 
marching through the crowded room* 
of th- Salon In trousers that reached 
only to his knees. Oddly enough, both 
he and his overwlse contemporary, Sa¬ 
cha Guitry, ‘are the sons of talented 
men, for Jon Biyka Is renowned as the 
original Illustrator of Stenklewlcy. s

near to the top of the acting profes¬ 
sion In France. 

Where Sacha Guitry got hts knowl¬

As to 
his exact age then* la some disagree- 
ment between writers here, some put -1 
ting it at seventeen and some at 
eighteen, and Sachn. who is ashamed of 
his boyishness, declines to reveal tho 
actual figure. Anyhow he knows a 
terrible lot for a youth whose mous¬ 
tache has not yet begun to nprout. 
though perhaps this information has 
been gained through seeing other peo¬ 
ple’s plays. One hopes so. He ha* any 
amount of ability, at all events, which 
Is quickly being recognized, ReJano 
herself having necepted “La Clef” and 
produced it at her new theater. 

What is more, the great comedienne 
play* the part of the heroine who like 
everyone el*«. In “La Clef.” I* cheerfully 
devoid of a moral sense. There is no 
question, in fact, regarding the Cyni¬ 
cism of young Sacha Guitry. Little 
h-ppens in the four acts of hl« play. | 
but that little Is immoral and his char, j 
actcrs make much of it. 

' La Clef/* of course, means “The 
Key," and the key In question is that | 
of a flat. Germaine Schneider, rich and 
forty, hnq Just left her husband defi¬ 
nitely, and will marry her lover of four | 
years’ standing. Camille Bourly, who 
composes waltzes for art’s sake arm 
gives music lessons for a living. Ca¬ 
mille frankly evade* marriage tiU he, 
finds that Germaine has two million 
francs of her own, when, with equal | 
candor, he Jumps at the idea. Michel i 
de Maubourg is a pretty youth whom; 
the ladles adore and whom the llttie] 
vixen of a Comtssse de Perelles keep* 
to herself by sheer terrorizing. When 
he looks at Germaine the countess! 
stenlthily pinches him. and In the, 
course of the piny, when strong meas. | 
ure» are needed to cow him, she 
scratches his face. Germnlne is living ; 
alone, awaiting the divorce decree, ami ; 
in the meanwhile Camille makes him- j 
self nt home In her flat, though she I 
decline* to go to the length of giving j 
him the key. | 

She Is forty and Impressionable. Ca- i 
mllle’s music works upon her feelings, 
but while he Is playing In come* Michel. I 
and she 1 * so deeply moved by Ca¬ 


mille’s music that she kissea Michel 
violently behind the door. The little 
vixen of a countess has not p^en the 
deed, but she suspects something, and 
naturally warns Camille, giving him a 
closed envelope. In It is the visiting 
card of Gennnlne’s lover. He wonders 
whether to open it or not. If he doe^ 
his peace of luind may be disturbed and 
he may lose a rich wife. Better take 
the lady away until he can marry her. 
The Inference te that after that it will 
not matter. Michel has a yacht and he 
will take both away on a cruise. The 
arrangement suits all parties at first, 
but soon disagrees with Camille. Ger¬ 
maine furiously throws herself aj Mi¬ 
chel's head, while Camille Is spaslck 
and Is further disturbed because he at 
last opens the envelop* and finds that 
he has taken Qennaine away with the 
very* man whom she prefers. But he 
continue* irresolute and the expression 
of his virtuous Indignation Is confined 
to what he would himself call If ho 
wero an American “jellying” Michel 
when back oh firm land again. Michel 
flares up. Not ho Camille, who refurej 
to fight him and determines f© ignore 
everything for the sake of a quiet life 
and, two million*. Left alon«\ Camille 
*!ts down at the piano and Improvises 
a new waltz song on the words “I know 


I am a cochon, but nobody else shall 
know.’* Yet ha does lapse once, for 
the first and only tlm*’ In the play, anril 
In a passing Hash of atavistic moral 
sense suddenly gives up pretending to 
Germaine that he does not know what 
she has been up to and propose© that 
they shall part. The fit soon leaves 
him and Germaine has not much diffi¬ 
culty In persuading him to stay and 
marry her million**. The two agree that 
only habit, not love, keeps them to¬ 
gether. but she falls on his shoulder, 
sobbing, “You must stay; I am growing 
old.” That 1* one of the touches which 
pro\’o young Guitry a dramatist. Thero 
is not smartness, but pathos. In the 
woman’s cry. and- It Is one of th'.se 
touches that Illuminate a character. 
The little vixen having recaptured her 
Michel and led him off once more fo 
dance attendance on her and lose at 
poker with her husbajid, Germaine 
gives Camille the key of the flat and 
they' will all go on living happily ever 
after. 

Re jane is superb ns Germaine and 
Tarride as Camille, but it Is not of the 
uctlng that all Paris Is talking. What 
Parisian* want to find out is how 
young Sacha Guitry comes to know 
about these things.

Dr. Simpson Loses In Quo 
Warranto Action. 


•TtTDGE O’DOHERTY HOLDS SCHOOL 
TRUSTEE ELECTION INVALID. 


THIRTEEN DECREES OF DIVORCE 
HANDED DOWN YESTERDAY. 


VERBAL CONTRACT INVALID. 


In tho quo warranto proceeding 
brought by the Commonwealth to de¬ 
termine who U the school trustee rep¬ 
resenting the Fifty-first legislative dis¬ 
trict in the School Board by right and 
tn fact Judge O’Doherty yesterday 
found against Dr. George F. Simpson 
and in favor of Martin Cuslck. This 
waa the same conclusion reached by 
Judge Gordon last week in the man¬ 
damus proceeding before him filed by 
Dr. Simpson. 

Dr. Clarence T. Pope. who. with Mar¬ 
tin Custck had been elected to represent 
the district under the re-apportionment 
law and comprised of the Eleventh ward 
had also been included In the proceed¬ 
ing. All three filed answers which dis¬ 
closed to the court that there was nj 
disagreement as to the fact3. After 
the re-apportionment act bad been In¬ 
validated by the Court of Appeals the 
School Board proceeded to elect Martin 
Cuslck to fill tho vacancy thereby 
created. 

Judge O’Doherty held that when the 
Court of Appeals knocked out the re- 
di.striding act it. In effect, nullified the 
election for School Trustees Ini the two 
newly created districts. With there be¬ 
ing no election the result was a vacancy 
In the board. There was no representa¬ 
tive from the oid district as embraced 
In the Eleventh and Twelfth wards. 
Therefore It became the right of the 
board to supply this vacancy until the 
people could vote for a successor. Mr. 
t’uslck was properly elected over Dr. 
liimpeon.

American Dramatists. 

No less a student and trained observ¬ 
er than Mr. John Corbin takes his pen 
ln hand and writes nn article for the 
Atlantic Monthly. In which he hails the 
dawn of the American drama and dra¬ 
matist. Of course, the American drama 
and dramatist really dawned some time 
ago, as such distinguished person a as 
Mr. Augustus 'fhornns and Mr. Bron¬ 
son Howard may testify, but the dawn 
Mr. Ootbin refers to Is the dawn of 
wide activity by Americans along 
American lines. The period when an 
American play, made in America, was 
on exception gave way during the 
past year or two. and' American plays 
by Americans became the* rule. 

The features of t'he American stage 
in recent months were plays by such 
Americana as George Ade, Charles 
Klein, Prof. Moody. Percy Mackaye, 
George H. Droid-hurst. Langdon Mitch¬ 
ell. Miss druthers. David Belasco and 
Milton Hoyle. These authors and their 
works attracted greater attention than 
any others. Foreign dramatists and 
foreign plays made a poor showing 
com pared with them. The American 
works drew the audiences because they 
interested the audiences. And when 
they drew the audiences they made the 
profits. The work of these writers 
ranged from poetic dramas to thrilling 
pictures of life in the rough West. They 
revealed the scope of the American 
dnarn&tiatA. Some of the works were 
crude and failed to measure up to an 
exalted standard of tlterature, but they 
gripped 'the auditors and interested 
them and showed them novelty and life, 
and these things counted. Mr. Corbin 
'does well to hall this “dawn" of tho 
American drama and the. American 
dramatist. From season to season they 
may gain in skill. Imaginative uplift 
and power until the noon arrives. 

It is noticeable that not one of the 
plays hailed by Mr. Corbin as signal¬ 
ing the dawn of the American dramatic 
era was produced by the gigantic in¬ 
terests which have most to do with 
the American stage to-day. From this 
it appears that if the dominating fac¬ 
tors of the theater ln the United States 
had their way, we should still be await¬ 
ing the “dawn" which. thanks to ©er- 
italn enterprising, level-headed and wl?© 
Individual producers, Mr. Corbin is en¬ 
abled to record, and 1 loyal Americans 
are permitted to applaud. Doubtless 
the down would have come long ago If 
American theatrical powers had be- 
flwed anything good could come out of 
America, or that American audiences 
had the discrimination and sense to de¬ 
rive enjoyment from work that did not 


reach them labeled: “This Fine; 
You Must Like It. for London and ParD 
Say So." 

The whole mutter signifies the power 
of the managers. The great, quick- 
minded and thoughtful American pub¬ 
lic is fully capable of appreciating good 
dramatic works. And if. instead of un¬ 
derestimating its taste and discernment 
and nourishing aheap theatrical appe¬ 
tites by feeding olvntp stuff. the moat 
powerful managers would produce the 
best, they w'ould bring about that noon 
of the drama when the theatcT-goers 
would crave the best always, and the 
authors wouM be encouraged to turn 
out drumas of ideas, originality and 
human character. 


Biology and Suffrage. 

In the current number of the Fort¬ 
nightly Review Mrs. St. Clair Stobart 
makes a peculiar argument in favor of 
suffrage for women. She is not satis¬ 
fied with the reasons which are given 
for and against the contentions of th 
suffrage-mew. but believes that there is 
a dynamic force at the back of tine 
whole agitation, which has been hlth« 
erto ignored. 

Mrs. Stobart pays that to her It seems 
tncontrovcrtuTble th.it the issue is not 
whether the conservative forces shull 
make a break in their defenses, but 
whether the predominance of man over 
woman is to be regarded as a perma¬ 
nent and inviolable principle of natural 
law'. In considering this question she 
asserts thebt the male element has not 
always been die monarch of all It sur¬ 
vey's, but. on the contrary, there was 
for a conAdera.ble period during the bio¬ 
logical development of the species some 
doubt as to whether the female clement 
should or should not continue to per¬ 
form alone all the functions of life and 
reproduction. The original organiza¬ 
tion. «he says, must have been of the 
feminine order, os the generation of 
life was one of its main functions. The 
male element, however, became de¬ 
tached, but among million's of humble 
creatures it occupies an inferior posi¬ 
tion. In the insect world the mates 
are generally smaller than the females. 
The female not only typifies the race; 
she is the race; it Is man who consti¬ 
tutes the fickle and changeable clem nt. 

Tbe lord of creation, as he Is proud 
to call himself, will have occasion for 
hurrtble reflection when he learr.s from 
biology that the development of the 
mole was at the mercy of tbe elective 
powers of the female; as the nectar- 
loving tastes of insects have created 
flowers, so the aesthetic tastes of wom¬ 
en have created men. It was by th:s 
selection, guided by the aesthetic tnsteB 
of the female, that the male organ¬ 
ism acquired strength, size, courage 
and other secondary sexual character¬ 
istics. such as gay plumage, antlers, 
spurs and whiskers. But these char¬ 
acteristics were mere “efflorescence, 
which contributed nothing to the in¬ 
trinsic superiority of the male, put 
the superior strength and sire with 
which women bad endowed men led 
them to assert authority, not only over 
the children. but over wvwnan herself. 
The first period showed the ascendency 
of the female; the second that of the 
male, but there are indication's tha»t the 
third period will soon begin, in which 
there will be a dual supremacy of man 
and woman over every other depart¬ 
ment of creation. 

This biological argument is profeuvd- 
ly bused upon Prof. Ward’s “Pule 
Hoclology," in which he combats what 
he calls the androcentlve theory of the 
sexes. He advocates what he considers 
the mere scientific gynaeoocentlve 
theory of the universe. It must he as¬ 
sumed. we support*, that the males and 
females of the human species w'e r e 
evolved out of those of the inaecf 
world and other lower forms of life, 
and that the subordination of the male 
element would continue among men 
had not tbe aesthetic tastes of women, 
fond of “efflorescence,** made nran so 
great that he »>on triumphed over his 
creator and reduced her to subjec¬ 
tion. 

There may, of course, be some differ, 
ence of opinion among sewentists 
rhether comparative biology shows all 
the things hsre set down. That la too 
serious an inquiry into which to enter 
here. But if w'e admit all that Is here 
claimed, it hardly necessarily follows 
that women ought to bo endowed with 
suffrage. There may well be a differ, 
ence of opinion as to whwt is really 
meant by this predominance of the 
feminine In the lower orders. Confes¬ 
sedly, evolution is always seeking 
something better. There la a gradual 
ascent from rude forma, from lower 
conditions to those that are belter and 
higher. If the female rules among the 
Insects, may that not be w’ell In that 
stage of development, but unsulted to 
the higher order? The Irreverent may 
say that while we were all I needs the 
fernaJes ruled, but since we have be¬ 
come men, w'e have put away the man¬ 
ners of our Insect days. Among the 
insects the male is still subordinate, 
und so long as that continues true he 
will remain an insect. The argument 
to revert to insects is hardly per¬ 
suasive. i 

There Is smother argument that may 
well be made against this biological the¬ 
ory of the supremacy of the female. Ac¬ 
cording to it there was once a time 
w’hen the female had everything her 
m way. But she did not know how 
hold on to a good thing, if it w-as a 
good thing, when e*ha had It. Her aes¬ 
thetic tastes prevailed over her Judg¬ 
ment to such an extent that she created 
man and made him strong enough ln 
mind and body to enslave her. This 
rather argues a singular incapacity to 
rule. If again endowed with ruling 
powers, would she not be so aesthetic. 

fond of “efflorescence," of spurn and 
whiskers, of shoulder-straps nnd uni¬ 
forms. that ah© would give the prefer¬ 
ence to these showy qualities over real 
capacity and genuine fitness to rule? 
It Is not a strong argument for female 


rule that this is an Ideal system for 

insects. 

Parsing from the biological to the so¬ 
ciological features of the question, Mi's. 
Stobnrt says the only lawful founda¬ 
tion of sovereignty is the consent of the 
governed, nnd that this consent woman 
now withholds. In Buying this she as¬ 
sumes the whole matter in controversy. 
The opposition to woman suffrage is 
rather stronger among the women than 
among the men. It is not seriously dis¬ 
puted that in England and America 
women may have suffrage whenever 
they demand it with anything ap¬ 
proaching unanimity. At present a large 
nnd influential element say they do not 
wuntjlt. They will hardly be convert¬ 
ed by any argument based on the su¬ 
periority of females among the insects. 


The Brownsville Investigation. 

The Investigation pending before the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
In Washington In regard to the shoot¬ 
ing at Brownsville, Tex., last summer 
is placing that affair In nn entirely dif¬ 
ferent aspect from that given by ih© 
testimony of the negro soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth battalion, who w'ere ex¬ 
amined at a previous meeting of the 
committee. Notwithstanding that Sec¬ 
retary Taft, after a thorough investi¬ 
gation held not long nrter the Incident, 
made a report so positively charging 
that th© shooting had been don© by 
members of the baMalion that the 
President, on the evidence submitted, 
discharged the troops from the service 
without honor. Senator Forakor having 
espoused the course of the battalion, 
insisted upon an investigation by a 
committee of the Senate, and it was so 
ordered. When, after the adjournment 
of Congress, the committee met in 
Washington, the testimony of the mem¬ 
bers of the battalion, of whom a large 
number were summoned, was uniform¬ 
ly ln denial of participation in the riot 
by any of the garrison and tended to 
lay the entire outrage at the door of 
tho citizens of the tow'n. 

This, however, was to have been ex¬ 
pected. as In the Informal investiga¬ 
tion, previously had. upon which the 
report of the Secretary of War to the 
President wns based, the testimony of 
the s^ldiors had all been of the same 
effect, and consistency required that 
the position once taken should be ad¬ 
hered to. Much capital was sought to 
be gmde from this character of 
proof- But a second meeting of 
the Senate committee has been 
held and additional testimony tak¬ 
en. The witnesses have* been citi¬ 
zens of the town of Brownsville by 
whose testimony that taken at the pre¬ 
vious meeting has been successfully 
combatted and the complicity of the 
troops as tho sole aggressors and par- 
petrators of the outrage fully estab¬ 
lished. 

Among those who testified in the case 
was Paulin Precindo, the editor of the 
Mexican paper at Brownsville, who 
identified the shooters as negro sol¬ 
diers. six of whom he saw shoot a 
bartender In a saloon. Herbert Elkins, 
a # clerk in a confectionery store, also 
swore that much of tho shooting was 
done from the galleries of the barracks, 
and that he saw* tw*o negro soldiers 
come up the alley from the garrison 
and fire several shots Into the Cowan 
house. Another witness. Fred E. 
Starck. told of tho escape of himself 
and his family on the night of tho 
shooting, eight bullets having be?n 
fired In the house, and his family 
only escaping by taking refuge behind 
a chimney. The evidence of other wit¬ 
nesses was confirmatory of the charge 
against the garrison and such as to 
leave no room for doubt, In unpreju¬ 
diced minds, of their guilt. 

This would seem sufficient to confirm 
the testimony upon which the Presi¬ 
dent’s action was b^sed nnd render un¬ 
necessary any further proceedings. A 
fI ngle witness of known veracity who 
actually saw' th© negro troops engaged 
In the lawlessness charged will outweigh 
In his testimony that of the whole bat¬ 
talion denying Its complicity. But 
where there is no lack of confirmatory 
evidence th© contention of Benator For- 
aker seems without a scintilla of proof. 
Yet it Is stated that h© has proposed 
still further Investigation by a visit of 
th© committee to Brownsville. It re¬ 
mains to be seen whether his pers’st- 
ence In a fruitless effort to sustain h’s 
allegation will receive th© support of 
a majority of the committee. 


Philippines are a result largely of his 

energy and courage. The bullet which 
ended his life was fired at an appar¬ 
ently critical moment of th© American 
regime in th© Islands, but the early cud- 
lapse of the insurrection over there in¬ 
dicated that Gen. Lawton had succeed¬ 
ed in breaking its backbone during his 
operations.

Kentucky holds him 
in grateful and admiring esteem; but 
for that matter, of course, the whole 
nation and all persons who respect 
bravery exalt his name. 

Our Mexican Trade. 

Under the double influence of th© 
prosperous condition of Mexico and the 
friendly relations existing between the 
two countries, her trade with the Unit¬ 
ed States shows a steady Increase. Her 
imports of agricultural machinery 
grow annually in volume where once 
they were discouraged as interfering 
with the manual labor of the nation in 
the old methods of threshing grain. 
Mexican cattle are being graded up by 
the Importation of better breeding 
stock from the United States, the 
American pedigreed animals introduced 
into Mexico last year being valued at 
more than a million and a half dollars. 
The Imports of automobiles during 1906 
were valued at 871 S.000, an increase 
over tiie year before of half a million 
dollars, w'hlle the value of American 
carriages and cars imported last year 
was $2,550,687 gold, an Increase of 100 
per cent, over 1905. Steel rail Imports 
Increased from $1,886,261 in 1906 to $2.- 
864,141 in 1906. Mexico bought nearly 
$800,000 worth of sewing machines last 
year and her purchases of steam en¬ 
gines manufactured in the United 
States Increased last year a million 
dollars, 'f’ho value of American lumber 
imported in the same period grew* to 
three millions and a half. 

Besides the above specifically men¬ 
tioned articles, coal, hardware, type¬ 
writers. shoes, paper, meat products, 
furniture, etc., also show Increased 
sales in the republic. The only excep¬ 
tion of any consequence to the rule Is 
a falling off of raw cotton Imports 
wSth a decrease for 1906 of over 
two mJlWon dollars, owing tb the 
Increased Mexican cotton crop. v The 
marked growth In the volume of Im¬ 
ports from tho United States is the 
more Indicative of the close relaUons 
I of friendship between the two coun- 
] tries from the fact that the bulk of the 
articles imported are transported by 
rail, involving a heavy mileage, where¬ 
as foreign imports delivered by vessels 
at Vera Cruz would entail but a com¬ 
paratively short haul. It is also to be 
noted that the increase ln the value of 
American Imports to Mexico last year 
exceeded the total of American exports 
to all other Bpantsh-American States 
except three. 
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A career of so vent y-flve years of hon¬ 
orable business activity can be heralded 
by few' commercial house*, either in 
Louilsvilie, or elsewhere, and the rarity 
of such an event and such a record 
gives special Interest to the celebration 
of lb© seventy-fifth anniversary of th?

in the sordid world of trade and barter. 
The Courier-Journal tenders them the 
homage of its sincere felicitation.

The monument to be dedicated In 
Indianapolis on Memorial Day is In¬ 
diana’s tribute to the life and achieve¬ 
ments of MaJ.

BUGABOO OF THE OPEN DOOR. 

(Japan Pa'.ly Mali.] 

Tho problem of the ways of Japan with 
the open door in Manchuria Is still a mat¬ 
ter for worry, doubt and dispute with a 
largo portion of th© world. Most West¬ 
ern people who are honest and Intelli¬ 
gent will probably ogre© that the ques¬ 
tion of that “open door** and all that 
go* s with It Is simply a riddle that wilt 
be unfolded to the Occidental under¬ 
standing some day, and that many pres¬ 
ent guesses are about as good as many 
others. 

One cannot but wonder when this bug¬ 
bear of nn open door will cease to trou¬ 
ble traders and to furnish copy for Jour¬ 
nalists. The fact Is. there If In the West, 
as well afi in the East, a class of men 
who be’ileve that no good thing ran come 
out of Nazareth. They are never content 
and never trustful. Typical of their mood 
!s an article which recently appeared In 
the Hongkong Dally Telegraph complain¬ 
ing that British financiers, by lending 
money to Japan, were placing in her 
hands the means of building up industries 
whose products would ultimately under¬ 
sell British goods In Hast Asia. If this 
means anything. It means that British 
capital should never be Invested outside 
Great Britain—a doctrine which, had it 
been adopted by England rit the outset of 
h*»r career, would have restricted her to 
Itn* dimensions* of a Portugal or a Switzer¬ 
land. Th© writer In th© Hongkong Jour¬ 
nal does not see, and probably many of 
his reuders will not see,*fhat by lending 
cifp'itul at a remunerative rate of interest 
England becomes a partner In the enter¬ 
prises her money helps to promote. Not 
many yearn hence all these chimeras 
about the open door and misplaced capital 
will hnvo paseed into the Umbo of forgot¬ 
ten fads. 


Rats Frighten Farmer. 

ln almost every section of the county 
complaint is being made of the great 
armies of nils that are now Infesting 
barns and other outbuildings. In many 
instances serious damage Is being done. 
Not only are they killing young chickens 
and turkey*, hut are eating corn and 
grain imd use doing other destructive 
work. It is not known why they are so 
much more numerous tills spring than 
ever before. * 

A few day* ago Mr. Joe Jarboc, who 
resides on the Ht. Mary’s pUce, a few 
miles from this city, got into a nest of 
rats which on account of the size of the 
little animals and the large number of 
them, badly frightened him. They were 
discovered while tearing down an old 
bam to makeVay for a new one. 

Mr. Jar bo© for several days noticed 
that only a few rats hud been seen 
about the old building and had com¬ 
mented upon the fact. However, in an 
old tank which held about four barrels 
of water and was used In connection 
with the operation of a gasoline engine, 
th© scarcity of the rats was explained. 
There were just 162 of the little animals 
In the tank, filling It almost completely. 
He called loudly for help, and with the 
assistance of several others succeeded 
In killing thorn. Some of them were of 
tremendous size. . 

Mr. Jarboe thinks that his now barn 
should, at least for a while, be free of 
tho destructive creatures.—(Mari:»n Fal¬ 
con.

THE THEFT OF PUBLIC MONEY. 

[Ex-t’nltrtl States Treasurer Ellis H. 

Roberts in l^esHe's Weekly.] 

The Immensity of the sums handled by 
tho Treasury magnifies the danger nnd 
calls for rigid scrubIty at every point. 
The offices Include that ln Washington, 
nine subtreasuries in as many scattered 
cities, with five mints and eight assay 
offices. Their receipts In 1906 were $4.- 
346.340.995. Of this amount the Treasury 
in Washington received $1,409,080,997, be 
sides business as the financial center; the 
subtrensury In New York. $1,644,685,823; 
that In Chicago f376.332.643. while at oth¬ 
er places smaller sums were taken. The 
risks were In every case similar to those 
which threaten banks multiplied in totals 
by the billions handled. 

The Chicago story recalls other defalca¬ 
tions. During Gen. Spinner’s administra¬ 
tion In Washington a theft was soon dis¬ 
covered. An employe named Johnson car¬ 
ried from hls desk $260,000. and In a 
toilet-room on the same floor handed It 
to an accomplice. The money was soon 
minsed and recovered, nnd the thief ar¬ 
rested. In Chicago the loss was unknown 
for some time, nnd traclnfe was more 
difficult. There, as the money stolen whs 
nearly all of gold certificates for $10,000, 
it could not wen be put Into circulation, 
for such bills attract notice, and only 
brokers, or banks, can handle them. 

The Treasurer of the United States and 
the assistant treasurers, with the su¬ 
perintendents of the mints and assay of¬ 
fices. are custodians of the public funds. 
They each are responsible for every dol¬ 
lar which they receive, and are account¬ 
able for the acts of their several sub¬ 
ordinates. They give bonds not only for 
their own fidelity, but for that of every 
one of their employes. For the New York 
subtreasury the amount Is $490,000; for 
the main office In Washington It was 
fixed at $200,000 w T hen the business was 
much less than now, and still remains at 
that figure. Either Is nominal In Its ratio 
to the funds under control nnd to the 
number of subordinates covered. Dis¬ 
aster by fraud and conspiracy might run 
over the bond. Only a very few of the 
persons in minor positions give simitar 
security, and then only for a fraction of 
the sums within their reach. Tho Treas¬ 
urer cannot know the habits nnd expenses 
of the 500 persons who work In hls of¬ 
fice. He may warn a clerk to stop gam¬ 
bling or playing the races, nnd find that 
such practices do not prevent the trans¬ 
fer of the offender to even a better posi¬ 
tion In another bureau. When a clear 
case of stealing Is proved, the local courts 
may Impose a slight penalty, and Influence 
In high quarters may seek for pardon and 
Immunity.

LAYMEN OF CITY CHURCH PUB¬ 
LISH SOME STATISTICS. 


LITTLE CHURCH AROUND THE 
CORNER LEADS IN WEDDINGS. 


TOPICS OF RELIGIOUS WORLD. 


Tho laymen of New Tork City who 
have charge of the Berkshire Confer¬ 
ence at North Adams. Mass., July 6 to 
21, take not less Interest In the prog¬ 
ress of the Episcopal Church, to which 
they belong, In their own city. They 
have Just published some facts about 
the progress of the Episcopal Church 
In New York, which are striking. One 
is that it does not grow. During th** 
last ten years Episcopal communicants 
In New York have Increased 29.8 per 
cent. Sunday-school membership In 
the suburbs of Staten Island and the 
Bronx Increases, but the loss on Man¬ 
hattan Island is so great that this in¬ 
crease Is wholly offset. 

Reasons for this loss In children, a 
less which is regarded with apprehen¬ 
sion, are the coming In of foreign peo¬ 
ple®, and the consequent crowding out 
of English-speaking ones, the advance 
of business, which makes Manhattan 
more and more the down-town section, 
and the residence of hotel dwellers, 
who come from all over the country 
and are at an ago to have children 
grown. It is asserted, also, that ten 
years ago membership was counted, 
while now, under the advice of a new 
Sunday-school Commission, actual at¬ 
tendance is reckoned, and that the 
change, while an advance, makes an 
unfavorable showing for the time be¬ 
ing. 

More marriages are performed at the 
Little Church Around the Corner, so 
named because once hospitable to the 
funeral service of an actor, than at any 
other five churches of the city. St. 
Thomas', Grace, St. Bartholomew’s and 
other fashionable churches do not fig¬ 
ure In the same class. More than a 
dozen marriages a week take place at 

tills most popular of wedding places.

Richest Parishes Most Liberal. 


It is found rtbat the parishes that 
•pend most on theta own public wor¬ 
ship, salaries of their reotors, fine 
music a*nd the maintenance of their 
churches, also give most to missions. 
The two churches in Now York which 
pay highest salaries and maintain 
music on an expensive scale, are St. 
Thomas and SL Bartholomew's. Yet 
they stand at the top of the Hat of 
L those which give money to othe rs. For 
example, for every $1 which St. Thomas' 
(spent on its own church, It gave $2.71 
last year to the poor of the East Side, 
to fresh air work for sick children, to 
church extension in New York's sub¬ 
urbs and to missions throughout the 
world. St. Bartholomew's record 
showed $2.66 spent on others for every 
$1 spent on ks^Lf. There is hardly an¬ 
other such showing In ail America— 
perhaps In all the world. Ma»ny well- 
known New York parishes give as 
much to others as they spend In their 
parish churches, and a host of them 
give haif as much. If this record be 
compared with the average church its 
startling character will be appreciated. 
• * • 

Annual Expenses $1,684,512. 


It cost lost year to maintain all Epis- 
©upa.1 churches in the three boroughs 
of the Bronx. Manhattan and Rich¬ 
mond, $1,684,512, and this is exclusive 
of sums given for mission*, or expend¬ 
ed on the poor. The debts on all Epis¬ 
copal property in New York are only 
8684,500, while the city's valuation, of 
that proi**rty Is $37,000,000. Next In 
property valuation Is the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Chimb. with $31,500,000. These are 
official city valuations. The city reck¬ 
ons that Trinity church and graveyard, 
on Lower Broadway, ore worth $14,160,-. 
000. but nobody has been found who 
thinks they cin be purchased for that 
f?um, even If they were for sale. There 
are seventeen Dplscopail parishes In 
New York having incomes each year 
exceeding $20,000. and there aire eighteen 
w+th memberships enc:h exceeding 1.000. 

Of spirituail conditions, those who 
were consulted and who have heen fa¬ 
miliar with Now York longest, say they 
little change. Nobody thought con¬ 
ditions worse than formerly The lay¬ 
men of New York have voted to hold 
a missionary meeting an»naully, »>» as to 
know how thalr Church gets on, where¬ 
in it succeeds, and wherein it foils. The 
toymen In question are business men 
who thus take interest, during theIr 
wpane moments. In the material welfare 
of their church. 

CENTRALIZATIONS F AUTHORITY 


Marked Tendency In That Direction 
Shown By Presbyterians. 

Throughout the Presbyterian Church 
there is a tendency toward centraliza¬ 
tion of authority, that has found ex¬ 
pression recently In many presbyteries, 
and which was made further evident In 
the report made to the General As¬ 
sembly last week at Columbus. O.. by 
the Committee on Administrative Agen¬ 
cies. Last year’s assembly entrusted 
this committee with the question of 
the possible consolidation of some of 
the missionary and benevolent boards 
cf the Presbyterian Church, North, 
and regarding this task the committee 
was not ready to present a complete re¬ 
port. It is said to favor some reorganL 
zation Involving consolidation, hut it 
told the assembly It believed that all 
changes found to be desirable should 
be made al one time, and since It 
was not ready to recommend for all 
boards It asked that action be deferred 
m least another y< »r. 

But other administrative agencies 
than the benevolent organizations h;id 
been under the committee's considera¬ 
tion, and in its report it deplored the 
fact that in the Presbyterian Church 
the only complete administrative or¬ 
ganization Ik the Individual church, 
with Its pastor and session. The pres¬ 
byteries, the synods and the General 
Assembly Itself and In position to gov¬ 
ern the churches only while they are 
bodies In session. There Is lucking 
continuous oversight of the churches, 
ftjYd the denomination. In the opinion 
expresses! by the committee, has suf¬ 
fered from this lack. 

The committee recommended that 
presbyteries and synods be given 
authority to appoint executive com¬ 
missions, of which tho moderators of 
the individual bodies shall be chair¬ 
men, which commissions shall have 
administrative powers over the 
churches during the Intervals between 
meetings of the bodies represented. 

It was also recommended that this 
principle be extended to the General 
Assembly, and the proposal made by 
the committee was that the moderator 
of the assembly, the two preceding 
moderators, and twelve members to be 
elected, form a council which shall rep¬ 
resent the assembly throughout th** 
year. It was suggested that ihls coun¬ 
cil might do some of the work new 
done by special committees, wh'ch arc 
now annually appointed by the assemb¬ 
ly. The plan cannot be put into opera-

majority of the presbyteries, but since 
It but follows the tendency long felt, 
In the denomination it 4s believed by 
Presbyterian leaders that it ultimately 
will go Into effect. 

Leaders say that one result of the 
plan will be the making of the modera¬ 
tor of the General Assembly an official 
of greater power and prestige in the 
church than, ho abas heretofore been. 

The presbytery, of New York, it is 
pointed out. has already given its mod¬ 
erator and moderator’s council such 
powers as are suggested for presbyteries 
in the report made to the General As¬ 
sembly, and locally the moderator is 
referred to as the "Presbyterian 
Bishop." In administrative faculties 
the moderator of the General Assembly 
would become the "Archbishop," or 
"Primate" of the whole church. That 
there Is need for such administrative 
agency no leaders deny. 


CONVERSIONS NOT CONVERSIONS 

Disciples of Christ Object To Union 
Revival Meetings. 

Whether or not it is right for ministers 
and evangelists belonging to the Disci¬ 
ples of Christ to take part In union 
evangelistic meetings tg a question 
which Is now stirring the Disciples. 
This religious b<viy professes as It.; 
creed the New Testament, which teach¬ 
es, It maintains, that immersion is the 
only true form of baptism. Denomina¬ 
tions which practice other baptismal 
methods are held to be in error. Be¬ 
cause some of the Disciples' evangelists 
have held union meetings with minis¬ 
ters of other denominations, it is al¬ 
leged that they could not preach the 
truth as It la believed by the Disciples. 
If they did other ministers, it 1 b said, 
would not co-oi>erate with them, and in 
rome quarters such co-operation is 
roundly denounced. 

The controversy Is waging especially 
around the head of the Rev. Charles K. 


Scoville, the most prominent of Disci¬ 
ples evangelists, and union meetings 
which he held in Loganaport, Ind.. a 
few weeka ago are made the especial 
point of critlciflcm. Mr. Bcovllle reports 
over 1,300 "conversions" in the Logans- 
pnrt meetings, but the pastor of a Dis¬ 
ciples* church there asserts that 800 of 
that number cannot be accounted for 
in Disciples or Baptist churches, and 
that they should not be considered 
"converts" according to Disciples* 
standards, even if they went Into other 
churches* % 

Most of the criticisms of Mir. Scovlllo 
are based on the fact that he cannot 
preach immersion as it fundamental of 
church membership in union meetings. 
One of the critics, the Rev. James 
Small, states frankly that if Disciples 
preach the "full gospel" preachers and 
people belonging to other religious 
bodies will be stampeded from the 
union meetings." 

Mr. Soovlllo defends the participa¬ 
tion of himself and other evangelists In 
union meetings, saying that Disciples 
have been preaching Christian union for 
years and that If they refuse to work 
In co-operation with other Christian 
bodies no one wilt take their plea for 
union as serious. He expresses himself 
ns being thankful that Disciples are not 
the only people doing mission and evan¬ 
gelistic work, and rays: "It would lake 
us a long time to win the world alone." 

VOTING AGAINST UNION. 

Congregational Churches Said To Be 
Acting With Undue Haste. 

Congregational churches and associa¬ 
tions throughout the coumitry are al¬ 
ready beginning to take action regard¬ 
ing the proposed union of Congregation- 
ahsts, Methodist Protestants and Unit¬ 
ed Brethren, the complete consumma¬ 
tion of which depend.* upon the approv¬ 
al of the churches. Mary churches, it 
is reported, are voting against the 
union, ajidi The Rev. Dr. Washington 


Gladden ami oth -r Comgjegational lead¬ 
ers who have ibeen working for the 
union, are making the churches to take 
mutters more slowly and to be mire 
they undomtarui the terms of the umion 
\yefi .re they place th«*;nw*lves on retv.r L 

Among Cotngrega.llanialists it is slid 
tluut tlie fear In many ohuavhea is that 
the autonomy of the Individual 
churcfrin^. a fundlapnerital principle of 
Congregational intn, will not be pre¬ 
served in the proposed union, although 
the articles of union give practical in¬ 
dependence 'to the cnaigregatlotus. Con¬ 
cessions have had to be made, however, 
to the cither two denominations, in or¬ 
der to secure fa variable tuition by thehr 
oominrititaea, and in rame quarters 4t 
Is alleged that tho congregational prin¬ 
ciple has been lost sl'ght of. It is urged 
by others 'that there Is no need for 
haste in Lh-e matter, as union has to be 
approved by the General Conferences 
the Methodist Protestants ami Cut tod 
Brethren befome it nan be efP t ied, and 
ih+ire Is plenty of Umo for Oongroga- 
tiornakiiHts to study the whole mutter 
before committing themselves. 

BAPTISTS’ NET GAIN 103.801. 

However, More Accurate Statistics 
Would Make Better Showing. 

Late statistics of the Baptist churohe.t 
In the United States have just been Is¬ 
sued by the Baptist Publication Society, 
and the showing of membership growth 
In the denomination for the past year 
indicates a gain of a little mere than 
2 per cent. The total number of mem- 
beis reported Is 4,812.653, and the net 
Increase over the previous year’s fig¬ 
ures is 103,801. It is ciopceded by the 
compiler of tho statistics, the Rev. Dr. 
J. O. Walker, that It Is exceedingly dif¬ 
ficult to secure accurate Information 
of a statistical character from rill the 
associations of Baptist churches. For 
example, the figures Just complied show 
that the addition® to the membership 
of the churches last year numbered 


324,386; and tho losses from member¬ 
ship. by death and otherwise, were 
reported as 120.595. The difference be¬ 
tween these figures would show a gain 
In membership of 193,80*1, or Increase at 
the rat© of about 4 jier cent. But the 
difference between the total number of 
members reported last year and those 
reported for thifls year, Is but 103.801, 
as previously stated. Dr. Walker de¬ 
plores the discrepancies. but Baptist 
leaders say he is not responsible for 
them, and that more accurate statistics 
should be compiled by the clerks of the 
associations. 

It Is hoped by Baptist leaders that 
the new Northern Baptist Convention, 
which has just been formed at Wash¬ 
ington, with Gov. Hughes, of New' Y“Tk, 
as tho first president, will take up the 
matter of statistics and make some ef¬ 
fort to secure accurate figures for tho 
denomination. In the statistics Just Is¬ 
sued 47,852 churches are reported and 
33,230 ordained ministers. 

United Presbyterians Liberal Givers. 

Members of the United Pineeby*te.nlan 
Church have inerwused their gifts for 
oburvh support, missions and bciu-vo- 
k-rncns from xn average of $16.85 p**r 
member per yetar, which was reported 
last year, to $18.01, the average for the 
year Just closed. The increase makes 
the total conLriU>ultlorwi In the church 
$173,443 more than they were a year 
ago The total amount given In the 
denomination far all purposes was $2.- 
314.048, of which sum practically one- 
quarter was given for missionary pur¬ 
poses. 

There are. all told, 149,764 members of 
United Prviffibyterian chumhes, 22.0CO c.f 
them being in mission churches on the 
foreign field. The member*:rhAp increase 
for the year was 4.200, the rate feefeng 
about 3 jwr cent. The statistics show 
that the average «*xlxry at pastors in 
United Prr-jbytcTlan cOiurches in the 
United SLvtes has heen slightly In- 
ervtused during the year. L;ud year's 
figure was $1,097. This year the aver¬ 


age is $1,123. In the denomination are 
1.054 congregation®, with church prop¬ 
erty valued at $11,224,356, the total value 
of a41 denominational property being 
$16,461,904. Twenty-four churches wore 
built during last year, at a cost of 
$331,600. i. 


Complete Union Inevitable. 

There Is raid 1 to be likelihood that 
within a few yearns there will be 
brought about a union of the Presby¬ 
terian and the United Presbyter Inn 
< 'hurches, and it Is thought by leader® 
that the Reformed Presbyterians will 
be included In the union. A number of 
presbyteries In the larger bid lea have 
asked Its General Assembly to appoint 
a con unit tee to negotiate with the Unit¬ 
ed Presbyterian^, and negotiations with 
the Reformed l>ody are already In prog¬ 
ress. There is said to he no marked 
difference*, theologically, between these 
churches, and the singing of psalms In¬ 
stead of hymns, which to practiced In 
the tiwv) smaller bodies, may easily be 
left, say leaders, to the individual 
cihurcluvi. Therefore, union is deenvd 
•to be not only possible, but. In soma 
opinion®. 1 nev it abl e.

Nr w York, May 25.—[Special.]—There 
are rtynors in Republican circle* that 
nt the next session of Congress enough 
Is to be done about the tariff to make 
it. if possible, the leading issue of the 
1308 campaign. ThLs is said to be the 
plan of the President and his friends, 
"which the conservatives In the party 
think a good one. The only question is 
whether, if the tariff were the Issue. 
Secretary Taft would moke such a 
logical candidate as he Is to-day. F«»r 
It is said that be only believes in a mlM 
form of protection. This is probably 
one reason why the leaders of the Prix. 
teotive Tariff League have not been 
quite so enthusiastic over hi:* boom. 
They are for a radical pruterllonist, 
first, hurt and ail the time. 

It is said that the President will 
have much to say on the subject in his 
annual message. The qucstloi^ Is 
whether he will advocate Immediate re¬ 
vision at the coming session of Con- 
gre.** or hold off untU after the presi¬ 
dential campaign. There are Repub¬ 
licans who believe that immediate re¬ 
vision is necessary. They point out 
that such sentiment is strong through¬ 
out New England and the Middle 
West. The election of Douglas as 
Governor* of Massachusetts in 1904 anj 
the strength of Cummins in Iowa 
show this. More. the erutire 
progressive wing of the party 
Is understood to favor the 
change. There is also an Id »a In the 
minds of many that despito the vague 
wording of the last Republican tariff 
plank, there was a general understand¬ 
ing that the scheduler would bo chang¬ 
ed during the administration. Iu view 
of that, it is up to the party to make 
good before the next campaign.

This, of i ourwe, la a mat¬ 
ter of opinion and nothing more, except 
thwt the large and successful publishers 
do not ask this of an puthor. 

If a book *3 worth printing they do 
not want any partnership as publisher 
with the man who writes It. Bu: whit 
Is more to the point Is the existence of 
two firms here who publish on shares, 
and a desire on the part of your cor¬ 
respondent to caution authors against 
them. They usually accept everv man¬ 
uscript submitted. The author is th-*n 
Informed that they will print and ad¬ 
vertise- the book provided he or she will 
pay half its cost, usually about $500. 
If the author sen la the money a few 
oopfcte of the book are printed, cl small 
advertiserrenrt inserted, some cbmpCi- 
rrmbtry on* 3 sent to him, and that is 
the Inst heard of the matter. The pub¬ 
lisher. hmvewr, has made a good profit 
on the $500 and is satisfied. Pearson's 
Magazine recently exposed these 
sharks.

ORGANIZED 75 YEARS. 


The nows is traveling fast of the next 
platform containing a plank 
pledging revision In 1909. But 
these revision Republicans do not 
regard that as meeting the situ¬ 
ation. First, because th 3 effect of 
auch a declaration would bo bad on the 
people at large. It would cause the 
manufacturer not to manufacture mors 
than absolutely necessary until he 
knew how the duty would be changed 
on hda article or the raw materials 
constituting it, and for this reason the 
wholesale and retail merchant might 
even cease to buy. Were the Repub¬ 
lican party to be responsible for such 
a condition, there Is the probability 
that it might suffer at the polls. 

While the logic of this la admitted 
by these Republicans who favor delay, 
it has nevertheless failed to convert 
them. They believe that it is danger¬ 
ous for the party to undertake any¬ 
thing like revision next December. 
There is firstly, not enough time for 
the framing of a r.ow tariff law. 

Tills in itself would make the task 
Impossible. Secondly, even if a new act 
were placed on the 'statute book? it 
would not have time enough for a fair 
test in the 1908 campaign. The busi¬ 
ness world would require mere than 
six or seven months from the date of 
enforcement to adapt ittelf to the n?w 
law and until then there would be the 
customary number of soreheads always 
attendant upen the framing (f a new 
tariff. They might be large enough in 
point of numbers to place in Jeopardy 
Republican success In 19CS. 

Party leaders here in geheral are 
gratified over the suggestion of making 
the tariff a commanding i*^ue. A fir»t 
Toason is that all Republicans can 
unite on it. The second is that it may 
be able to drown out the encroach¬ 
ments of the present administration on 
the powers of the Slates as an Issue. 
There is no doubt that the Republican? 
will try to make the tariff the issue of 
1908, with protection in a milder form 
and a maximum and minimum tariff 
as a substitute for reciprocity. 

• • • 

Criminal Case Reversals. 


The District Attorney's office has Just 
Issued a report showing in part the small 
number of reversals on appeal in crim¬ 
inal cases. An idea for its publication 
is no doubt the fact that a general im¬ 
pression exists in the minds of the 
public that In nine cases out of ten, if 
the prisoner has enough money, he can 
always carry his case to the higher 
court and secure a reversal. This did 
appear true in part a few years back. 
There was a general impression that 
the Court of Appeals went over the 
record in murder cases with a fine 
tenth comb and always gave a prisoner 
at least two chances before a Jury for 
hit* life. But in a great many rever¬ 
sals the District Attorney himself Is 
to blame A 

For his attitude Is very often the try¬ 
ing of cases for conviction by fair or 
foul means. Take the Thaw case. Mr. 
Jerome absolutely had no right as 
part of his argument for Its admissibil¬ 
ity to read to the jury the affidavit 
made by Evelyn Nesbitt in Abe Hum¬ 
mel’s office. This In Itself would have 
been a ground for reversal. Such in¬ 
stances on part of prosecuting attor¬ 
neys are frequent. 

The life story of Conrled’s new Swedish 
tern r. David Bjarlittg, reminds one 
more of fiction than anything else. It 
la 4 , theme that Richard Harding Davis 
CouM have done Justice to. BJarllng 
who is now* twenty-light, came over to 
this country from Stockholm nine years 
ago. He had the idea of the immi¬ 
grant that our streets were paved with 
gold and nil one had to do was to pick 
it up. 

The reverse of this discouraged him 
and there were times w'hon more than 
usually downcast he would drink to 
forget his disappointment, and as his 
spirits rose sing for the crowd In the 
saloon. One of them proved to be a 
musician who at once recognised the 
possibilities of BJarllng’s voice. He 
advised him to cultivate It. The tenor 
did and since then has sung at the 
Metropolitan opera-house and is now 
being sent by Mr. Conried to Vienna to 
study for two years more.

$20 in cash, a sliver watch worth ab ut

$150.*' 

With this pittance as hla capita!, but 
with sterling honesty and unfailing zeal 
as his life principles, William Kendrick 
began anew' to build his business. He 
succeeded; his business grew, but he 
always laid arid© a portion of profits 
for a worthy purpose. In 1850 when be 
believed he was financially able, lie paid 
to those who were creditors before the 
failure all that was morally duo from 
him as his part of the indebtedners. In 
return he received from them the fol¬ 
lowing testimonial to his Imegiity: 

TESTIMONIAL TO INTEGRITY. 

Received from Mr. William Ker lrick, 
of Louisville. Kentucky, the sum of 
money set opposite our names, being a 
voluntary payment by him to extin¬ 
guish n moral claim and the full in¬ 
terest thereon, the legality of which 
was released to hint by us seven years 
since.

In addition to the above formal ac¬ 
knowledgment of the money Mr. Ken¬ 
drick received a beautiful letter from 
these gentlemen, in which th y give un¬ 
stinted pralne to his deed and announce 
that they had sen»t to him, in recognlton 
of his act, a silver pitcher. This pitcher 
which hns always been the most prized 
article In the Kendrick home, is being 
exhibited during the anniversary cele¬ 
bration. and engrave! on it is the fol¬ 
lowing tribute to Mr. Kendrick:

TO BE HELD JUNE 12.

WEATHER BUREAU MENDER. 


Two inspectors for the excursion sea¬ 
son In Louisv-llle are wanted in the of¬ 
fice of Judge W. O. Dealing, Surveyor 
of the Fort. The salaries are $3 a day 
as long as the searon lasts. Three In¬ 
spectors are employed, but only one 
posted the last CJvl Service examina¬ 
tion for this position. Another exam¬ 
ination will be held at the Customhouse 
on June 12 by Oscar Beckham, local 
secretary of the Examining Board. The 
age limit Is twenty-one to fifty-five 
years of age. The excursion season 
has already begun and two successful 
applicants will be appointed at once. 

An examination wiU be held In Louis¬ 
ville, Lexington and Paducah on June 


26 for applicants to fill a vacancy In the 
position of assistant engineer, qualified 
as electrician. In the office of the Sec¬ 
retary of War at $720 a year, and simi¬ 
lar vacancies as they may occur. Tho 
age limit Is twenty years. 

An examination will be held at the 
same places on June 26 and 27 for ap¬ 
plicants to fill vacancies as they may 
oocur in the position of assistant chem¬ 
ist. at salaries from $ 1,200 to $1:800 a 
year In the Bureau of Chemistry. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. The depart¬ 
ment mates that the higher salaries will 
only be paid to those who have had 
first-class training and considerable ex¬ 
perience at miscellaneous work other 
th in that obtained In a college or uni¬ 
versity course in chemistry, and that 
recent graduates and chemists who 
have not had wide and varied experi¬ 
ence In analytical work may expect the 
poenihilH)’ of the lower salaries. Thd 
age limit Is twenty years and nn aver¬ 
age of 70 per cent, must be obtained.

Will allow 
you $2,600 for expenses. My backer*. John¬ 
son and Brown, nr© men of means and 
there will be no delay depositing money 
In bank If you nay the word. Will m»*ct 
you Los Angeles or ’Fri#co to clinch 
match June 2 or pay all your expense# 
to come here any time before thaj to 
make mutch." 

The more one studies the angles of 
the Decoration day fight the more one be¬ 
comes convinced that the battle Is for tne 
heavyweight title. All Burns' claim to 
the title Is a questionable twenty-round 
decision on points over Marvin Hart. This 
battle took place In the ring of Ttom 
MoOirey's athletic club at Angclu* 

and Tommy Burns has often been, nick¬ 
named Tom MaCsrey*# heavyweight 
champion. Charles Eyton, wlvo rafereal 
the Hart-Burns fight at Dos Angules, sad

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ERY tittle Is generally known about 
the fighting record of Bill Squires, 
the Austnyinn chAmplon, who 1* 
now In America preparing to fight

the world. There have been few Austra- 
I llan fighter* who have come to this coun¬ 
try for Mg battles and of whom so little 
| was known as thl* man Squire*. No ona 
Bfcms to have been nble to gain much 
knowledge ao to hls past record, *o that 
the following will be of more than pass¬ 
ing interest to the army of boxing en- 
thuHlauU In this country: 

"Squires was born in New South Wales 
in 1870, and fights around 175 pounds 
when in condition. Ho Is not a* tall a* 
Jim Jeffries by four Inches, standing five 
feet ten Inches in hls stockings. Ho h»« 
only been fighting rlnco 1*02. but In 
nearly nil his battles* ho has won by the 
knock-out route. Hlo first content of 
any account was with Billie Costello, 
whom he defeated in three rounds: the 
following month ho met Jack Lanagan 
and put him to sleep in two rounds: 
shortly afterv/ard he met Peter Mills nnd 
fought hint according to the oid London 
prise-ring rulv* defeating him In thir¬ 
teen minute#: Joe Sullivan was knocked 
out In three round* th** following month. 
In i:**>3 he met Andy Walah, an Austra¬ 
lian heavyweight, and heat him hi three 
rounds; r.ext he met Jerry O'Toole, the 
Irish giant, and fought him, London 
piiz* ting rules. winning In fifteen 
rouieih, which took Just fourteen minutes, 


nnd he followed closely afterward by 
knocking out Jack Burton. Boh Hilder- 
brand and Tom Ireland. In 11)04 ho start¬ 
ed off by knocking out Jack Tucker In 
one round: Mickey Rynn In four round*: 
Htarllght In three rounds: Bill Hackon- 
berg In two rounds, and Peter Felix in 
eleven rounds. Jock Johnson recently 
bent Felix In one round 

Th* following year—l£Wv—Squires ngnln 
mot Felix nt Sydney nnd knocked him out 
In one round lie followed thl* by stop¬ 
ping Pat Farley in one round and Tom 
Fennessy at Melbourne in four rounds. 
Felix demanded another match, and they 
met again In the fall of the year at Syd¬ 
ney, Squires knocking him out In seven 
rounds In 1006 Squires met Ed William* 
nt Melbourne nnd defeated him In one 
round, Shortly afterward he met Jock 
Murphy nt the same place and stepped 
him in two round*. He next met Peter 
King, whom he defeated in two rounds, 
and Bill Smith end Mike Williams in one 
rmyid each. Williams wo* the last man 
whom Squires defeated before coming to 
America. 

Jack Johnson ha* claimed that Sqtilren 
left Australia In order to avoid meeting 
him, but that I* hardly Ju*t to th* Austra¬ 
lian. for the reason that he h»d planned 
to come over here to meet Jeffiies or the 
best man to be secured some time previous 
to the visit of Johnson to that c untrv. It 
Is riolly dlfTrult nt ‘oIh time to get r good 
line on Squire#’ ability. ev«q from hls 
above record, ns few of the men are 
known to the fighting followers of this 
country. Squires' first match iu San 
Francisco Memorial dnv will determine 
whether he Is entitled to meet nld Jim 
Jeffries for the world’s championship.

WINTER WHEAT IN 

THE LEADING STATES. 


Special telegraphic report* on condition of 
the winter wheat crop from nearly 2f*0 West¬ 
ern bankers have been collected by the New 
York Journal of Commerce. These advice* 
cover five of the largest winter wheat States— 
Kansas, Nebraska. Indiana. Illinois and Ohio— 
where condlthm of the crop was most quee- 
tionoble. Thrlr genera! tenor I* more favora¬ 
ble than expected, and indicate* that domuge 
rumor* have been much exaggerated. Condi, 
tlon. except In Kansas. Is generally good and 
no Important decrease In acreage Is Indicated. 
The worst advice*, of course, come from 
Kansas, where drought, cold and green bug* 
Inflicted serious injury; but even In this Slate 
the reports do not confirm the extreme state 
menta of Injury which have recently been cir¬ 
culated. 

Report* of cold, dry weather and green bugs 
are general am! the main causey of deteriora¬ 
tion. Nebraska fumlshea quite enc njroglng 
advice*, and beneficial rains were reported in 
many section* on Thursday, which will ma¬ 
terially Improve prospects thore. Favorable 
reports aire also furnished by Illinois and In¬ 
diana. In Ohio, condition reports are some¬ 
what conflicting, but no serious d&msge l* re¬ 
ported. The wont? *ttuat!on Is unquestionably 
in Kansas, though not *0 bad a* ha* been rep¬ 
resented. The yield of winter wheAt in the** 
five State* in 1900 was: Kansas. 81,8tt>.000 
bushels; Nobraska, 52.200, Ckk>; Indiana, 48,- 
COO/OO; Ohio. 43.200.000. and Illinois 38.600.000. 
a total of 263,000.000 bushels. The full wheat 
crop last year amounted to 735.000,000 bush¬ 
els, including 242,300.000 bushels of spring 
wheat. ^ __

Foreign exchange continued firm, and there 
I* a growing likelihood again that gold will go 
out Discount* in London rose further and 
sharp competition Is expected with Paris for 
the w r eekly arrivals of gold In the London mnr- 
ket on Monday. 

There was continued liquidation In the South¬ 
ern Railway gtocks. which forced the pre¬ 
ferred to the loween level of the year. The 
heavy tone of United States Steel was of 
marked srnitwnemal effect on the whole mar¬ 
ket. The closing was weak and at the lowest 
prices. 

Stock* have been for sale tn large volume 
this week, and wrfth the continued torpidity 
of the demand wide prlcw ©rmcejglone were 
made necessary to secure a market. The ac¬ 
tivities of an organised and aggressive bear 
party In the dealing* have hero clearly *vi- 
d«U. but liquidation in large volume ha* giv.m 
success to the oporattons of the bear*. Tho 
flour*"** and the motive* of this liquidation 
have furnished the material for the principal 
discussion during the week. There has been 
no special new development to account for tt. 
although tho genera! oonaittun* have been a 
confirming dl*couragenneinit to any effective 
demand for securwlcs. and this has operated 
with cumulatrtve force in prompting bolder* 
to got out of theftr petition In the market 

Important liquidation has been attributed 
to Individual necessities and pJans on the part 
of capitalists of high standing, and this has 
furnished a fruitful field for rumor and sur¬ 
mise, which 4* given credit by Its plausibility. 
Heavy selling of United Siar.es Steel has had 
a powerful sentimental effect in depressing 
the whole Us*t. and rumors pointing to In¬ 
dividuals were busy concerning this stock. 
The fame given to a large personal loan ne¬ 
gotiated by u capitalist prominent in the at tel 
Industry and In mining ventumj dlrooted con¬ 
jecture to that supposed source. Ths process 
of dissolution of a Suwk Exctnange firm which 
has been very prominent in speculative opera¬ 
tions for a long time post gave another di¬ 
rection to the dlscusaflon on the subject- Clr- 
cumstanttal report* were put In circulation 
akro of liquidation in tho *am* stock, prompted 
by a rumored coming official change In the cor¬ 
poration. There were »uppoe*!on* that other 
large capitalist* were seeking resources 
through stock market liquidation to meet ob¬ 
ligations on syndic**© aubjenptkms and to pay 
for new Issues of securities offered as reports 
on existing hidings of stocks. 

There can be nv> doubt mat requirements of 
this nature constitute a very general cause of 
the present rwArlctod demand for securities 
in the open market. Offers of stock at par 
to stockholders in large amounts or of con¬ 
siderable bonda at attractive flgures have be*n 
mad© by a number of the companies who** 
are mam t carefully guarded, usuady. 
agvtVnsrt aggressive aiwack In ths market M 
present, however, stockholders are Involved in 
dbllgarksw for periodica! In^alInvent* of sub¬ 
scriptions to these large new issues, which 
pro-lude them from giving the usual support 
to their stocks in the open market. 

It was a common supposition that Union 
Pacific whs under pressure during the week 
to provide reaouive# for the convertible bond 
underwriting. This Is only one phase of the 
present scarcity of liquid capital, which He* 
at the root of the present prostration of de¬ 
mand for existing securHie*. not only tn tht* 
country, but In London and in continental 
money center*.

sctm fallacious, and only temporary. Large 
resources are kept in hand or In hand or in 
pcwltton to be readily recalled in the constant 
HJT v lrlparh»n of these new demand* for capital. 
The comparative case for cull loan* is thus 
accounted foe and by the scanty demand for 


stock market speculation. Financial sent! 
mc-nt is especially sensitive to aJI the factor* 
aff«ottng the credit of the corporations which 
are making these large demands for new- 

capital. 

Government aortvittas to extend regulation 
and control of corporaUan# are a standing in¬ 
fluence tn tbe seCurHries market*. Ths publi¬ 
cation of the report of th© Bureau of Chr- 
(orations on the Standard Oil Company and 
the intlmaVon of an early resumption of the 
Interstate Commerco Commission’# inquiry Into 
the cowokvi relation* of the Northern Pacific 
and the Great Northern*to the Burlington were 
of Immediate effect on stocks early In the 
week. On the same topic attentive consider¬ 
ation was given to the finding of a refer©* 
against the valUfUy of the New York law 
fixing rates for gas tn New York City at 80c. 
The grounds of this finding, ©specially the 
stress laid an the confiscatory nature of leg¬ 
islation which fall* to allow a fair return on 
invented capital, were accepted os offering 
important principle* for the restriction of th© 
scope of legislation, especially in view of the 
prevailing ogntacion in flavor of fixing of rad- 
nsul rates by law. This incident, while of no 
Immediate effect on stocks, wu widely dla- 
cuetotxi throughout the financial district. 

The progress of the crop* la diligently 
scanned by stock market interests, but the 
market hma wot been so immediately respon¬ 
sive to movemertt* in the prlco of wheat, ow¬ 
ing to the suspicion uC purely speculative 
origin for a large part of the activities in 
the wheat market.

The wheels are of the well-known 
Sarven type and are 40 Inches in diam¬ 
eter on the front and 44 Inches on tho 
rear; they are shod with lNH n ch solid 
rubber side-wire tires. The engine lies 
parallel with the body ana drives by a 
single chain to a countershaft from 
which the final drive is taken to the 
rear wheels by double side-chains. 

Simplicity and accessibility have beem 
studied and the results applied at every 
point, os is evident from the fact that 
the transmission is readily removable 
from the body for inspection or repair; 
the friction clutch Is vety simple and 
dependable and the differential te 
placed on the countershaft as is done 
on the most approved heavy types 
using a side-chain drive. 

Bronze and steel geafs of substantial 
proportions are employed, running In 
amply large and long bearings, while 
all parts subjected to severe wear are 
case-hardened. Double elliptic springs 
are used, both front and rear, for the 
suspension. 

While conforming to the farm stand¬ 
ard of simplicity and durability, the 
matter of outward appearance has not 
been overlooked. The tilted wheel steer 
and the single-lever control, as well as 
tho slight backward rake given the 
high-backed seats, give the car a busi¬ 
ness-like look that Is more often lack¬ 
ing in this type of car than not. The 
90 Ats are comfortably upholstered and 
finished with Imitation leather, the 
rear seat being mode detachable. 

FORAKER AND CONKLING. 


About this time twenty-six years ago 
the ablest of the Republican Senators 
of that day was driven from office and 
hts public career brought to a close.

A year later the Republican 
State ticket was slaughtered nt the 
polls, and two years later still. In some 
things the most brilliant, and person¬ 
ally the most popular, Republican in 
the country' was defeated for the presi¬ 
dency by a man fresh from a parochial 
office. Fate, or what you will, had 
avenged the cruel and useless humilia¬ 
tion of Roscoe Conkllng 

There Is a lesson in this bit of his¬ 
tory for those Republicans in Ohio and 
elsewhere who seem bent Just now on 
the destruction of Mr. Fnraker. The 
Republican party Is strong, but no 
party Is ever strong enough to perpe¬ 
trate an outrage without paying a 
penalty. In Judge Taft the party has a 
capital and captivating representative 
On hls merits he would mak^ a most 
attractive candidate for the presi¬ 
dency. and In office a safe and succes®.

The five-months old son of Mr. and Mrs. Emil Krueger, of New Albany,

ONDON, May H.-^Next year an 
American multi-millionaires who 
never yet lias been In America 
proposes to go there, and, what 
is -more, to eettle dawn In the United 
States for tho rest of his natural life. 
Such Is the uncommonly Interesting an¬ 
nouncement which I am able to make 
on the authority of the man of million* 
himself, Waiter L. Wlnans, who Is go¬ 
ing to compete with two other Amer¬ 
ican millionaires next month for the 
honors of the International Horae 
Show in London. 

Mr. Wlnans, whose “barrel” Is so big 
that It would bo futile to guess at the 
extent of It, and whose accomplish¬ 
ments probably are more varied than 
those of any other millionaire living, 
tells me that he has made up his mind 
definitely to end the “expatriation** 
which has lasted ever since his birth. 
In less than a twelvemonth he will 
move across the Atlantic and build a 
house in Baltimore, where he owns a 
lot of property and where the founds^ 
Lions of the family fortune were la*id 
by Boss Wlnans, who built the Balti¬ 
more and Ohio railway. 

Mr. Wlnans is fifty-three years old. 
For thlirtydlve years England has been 
his home, or at least his headquarters, 
and it will be a big change to leave 
the land. Where millionaires c^n enjoy 
life as they please, without being 
Jumped on, for the country where criti¬ 
cism and denunciation at millionaires 
is a soTt of national pastime Many 
of his Uk, by the w-ay. find the prob¬ 
lem of what to do with their millions 
a perplexing one. but Mi*. Wlnans has 
solved this problem to his own com¬ 
plete satisfaction nt any rate. He has 
devoted himself to trying to get all the 
enjoyment possible out of his great 
wealth, and he has very largely suc¬ 
ceeded. 

*T don't sec why a man w'ho starts 
In life with all the money he posribly 
can have any use for should devote 
the best years of his life to piling up 


inore,” he said to me. “Do you?” 

I acknowledged that I didn’t. And as 
I mentally contrasted Mr. Wlnans with 
several stay-at-home Amor lean mill¬ 
ionaires whom I have met who have 
gone In for tho "piling up” game—John 
D. Rockefeller, for Instance, to mention 
only one—the comparison was all in 
Mr. Wlnan's favor. He 4s alert and 
vigorous, sound In wind and limb, eats 
well and sleeps well, doesn't know' what 
nerves are, and has none of that fever¬ 
ish, hurry-up-and-get-through with-it 
ftlr characteristic of the man who 
measures time by dollars. Yes, if hap¬ 
piness be "our being's end and aim,” 
then I should say that Walter L. Wl- 
iratis must be accounted a shining suc¬ 
cess. 

He has w r on far more fame, too, than 
ho would have acquired by the process 
of doubling his pile. A mighty hunter, 
the winner as w’ell as the donor of In¬ 
numerable Sisley cups, the be!*t pistol 
shot in Europe, if not in the world, the 
greatest literary authority on shooting, 
a thorough sportsman, a sculptor end 
painter of no mean ability, exhibiting 
at ‘the Royal Academy, the French sa¬ 
lon nnd elsewhere, and. not the least, 
the owner and breeder of the finest lot 
of trotting horses, hackneys and show 
horses In England, Mr. Wlnans has a 
claim to renown that he does not covet. 
It is doubtful If In the hustling at¬ 
mosphere of America ho could have 
had sudh an unadulterated good time 
of It, but In spite of all temptations he 
has always remained an American. I 
asked him why. 

"Oh. Just because I have always felt 
ttat way.” ho replied. ”It is in my 
blood, I suppose. 1 always have ex¬ 
pected some day or other to make my 
home in America. In my travels in 
Europe I have always stood on my 
American citizenship. It has helped 
me, too. Whatever may be the reason, 
Americano certainly are mare popular 
on the continent than English folk. By 
the way, I have been told that I have 
a b!*t of American accent. Do you think 
so?” 

I couldn't detect it. But if Mr. Win- 
ans lacks the much-abused American 
accent which he seems to regard as 
something to be desired, he has the cor¬ 



dial. unaffected American manner 
wiilch puts the stranger In his presence 
instantly at ease. He is free from that 
air of haughty frigidity which charac¬ 
terizes the typical Englishman of 
wealth and leisure in dealing with such 
humble folk as American newspaper 
correspondents. He doesn't make you 
feel you have to thaw him to get at 
him. 

He was born In St. Petersburg. His 
father, William Louis Wlnans, and his 
uncle, Thomas Wlnans, rich railway 
contractors from Baltimore, made a 
huge fortune building railways for the 
Russian Government. The story goes 
that the Russian engineers angered the 
Cznr by their oonfused plans for a rail¬ 
way from $t. Petersburg to Moscow. At 
last, taking a rule, he marked on the 
map a straight line betw'een the two 
cities and said that was the line the 
railroad W’ould have to follow. The 
route thus arbitrarily chosen Involved 
such tremendous physical difficulties 
that no one could be found to undertake 
the task until the Winn ns brothers ap¬ 
peared on the scene and offered to take 
the contract for the railway at a fancy 
figure. 

“Give It to the audacious Americans,” 
said the Cmr. at the same time stlpu- 
keting for heavy penalties If they failed 
to complete the work In a specified time. 
But they didn't fail, and they cleared 
nobody knows how many millions dol¬ 
lars between them before they left Rus¬ 
sia. Both brothers had a nervous dread 
of the sea. While Thomas took his 
courage in both bands and returned to 
America. William settled In England. 
His son Walter was then eighteen years 
old and had been educated In St. Pe¬ 
tersburg. The father did not believe in 
piling up more money when he had. 
made enough. He devoted himoelf to 
the invention of a cigar-shaped ship to 
safeguard himself against sea-sickness, 
It Is said, on his return voyage to Amer¬ 
ica- The ship was not a success and 
the voyage never was made. Mr. Wl- 
nans, Sr., died In London in 1897. His 
widow* survived him until 1905. Both 
his parents ’were delicate. Mr. Winona 
told me, end It was due to their wish 
that he should remain with them, as 
well ns his own sense of filial duty, 
that he did not take up his residence 


In America long years ago. 

The attraction of the land he never 
has seen must be strong Indeed to In¬ 
duce him to give up Surrender Park, 
the beautiful country sea* which has 
been his home for many years. Situat¬ 
ed near the quaint old village at Pluck- 
ley. in Kent—‘'the garden of England," 
os It Is not unjustly called In the guide 
books—It is one of those places which 
requires cecrturles for the making, and 
no amount of money can create, off¬ 
hand, In the New World. Here the 
gallant family of the Derings made 
their home in the stately old mansion 
of Surremlen. with Its noble park and 
mlle-lhng avenue of beeches. It still 
belongs to the desoendJants of that 
"very pariti knight” who fought at 
Hastings, and of men and women 
whose names are written on many a 
brave page of English history. Mr. 
Wlnans leases the place, but that has 
not prevented him from spending 
money on It lavishly. Although the 
glory of Surrender Park is of ancient 
date, he has added one feature to the 
mansion which alone wrould make it 
worth going far to see. The beautiful 
and splendid stables, built from his own 
design, are of more than royal mag¬ 
nificence, for when it comes to the 
things thalt money can command roy¬ 
alty cannot vie in these days with the 
mu hi-millionaire. Nothing could well 
exceed the luxury of Hhe ambling. Each 
horse has the motft spacious acoorarao- 
d all on and every modem convenience, 
as the house agent would say. Nothing 
Is left undone to keep these equine fa¬ 
vorites of fortune In the pink of condi¬ 
tion. A fine track and steeplechase 
oourse provide the means of exercising 
them. Rirt of the equipment is an In¬ 
door riding school, which might suffice 
for a ballroom and does serve aa a 
gymnasium and Shooting gallery. 

More than one hundred horses or® 
lodged her**, and their combined value, 
at a low estimate, exceeds $500,000. Mr. 
Wlnans has entries in no fewer than 
ninety-three of the 124 classes 
arranged for at the International Horse 
Show which begins on June 4. He, more 
than any other single exhibitor, is ex¬ 
pected to uphold the prestige of fhe 
Old Country against tho American rep¬ 


resentative#, Alfred Vanderbilt and Og¬ 
den Armour. A London newspaper, dis¬ 
regarding the fact that he Is an Amer¬ 
ican citizen and anticipating for him a 
sweeping ■xiotory, has already acclaim¬ 
ed him “England's doughty cham¬ 
pion.” 

At horse shows to England and on the 
oontinent he has captured prizes galore 
and holds many championships. His 
four-in-hand team of bay horses never 
has been beaten, and they have been 
shown at Parts, Brussels and The 
Hague, as well as in England. In the 
big hackney class his pair of bays, 
Cokers Rosador and Prosperlne, hold a 
similar record, and the former Is the 
dhiamplon of England. A smaller pair. 
Londsborough and Lonsdale, are also 
English champions in their class. For 
the lost ten years at all the English 
horse shows he has swept the boards 
In the light harness classes. 

He has a long string of trotters and 
pacers, most of them, of course, either 
American or American-bred, that have 
won prizes Innumerable. He has tried 
hard to popularize trotting in England, 
but that must be accounted one of his 
faLhire®. He has now' given up racing 
on English trotting tracks. That was 
because of the Introduction of so many 
"ringers” from America by unscru¬ 
pulous sportsmen whose reputations 
had made America too hot for them. 
Austria, where trotting has taken a 
great hold, offers him a better and fair¬ 
er field, and he now has sixteen trot¬ 
ters at Vienna. That gives some Idea 
of the scale cvn which he does things. 

Other attractions ho has added to 
Sirrrenden Park besides the sumptuous 
stables. He has introduced there the 
American buffalo, the American wapiti 
and other speck's of elk from other 
countries. The wapiti, ns all naturalists 
know'. Is noted for lts big antlers. Mr. 
Wlnans has a notion that by cross¬ 
breeding with other varieties of big- 
horned deer he mav improve even on 
the wapiti's splendid spread, and hfs 
experiments thus far have made him 
sanguine of success. He also has tried 
crossing the buffalo with domestic cat¬ 
tle, but has not yet succeeded In evolv¬ 
ing the "cattalo,” ns "Buffalo” Jones 
of American fame calls the hybrid ani¬ 


mal which he has produced. 

Probably breaking records Is Mr. Wl- 
nan‘s greatest hobby. He has shot more 
st.Mgs than any man living. One thou¬ 
sand have fallen to his rifle and about 
half as many hinds in Scotland. If that 
sounds like slaughter It should be re¬ 
membered that he has been at It for 
many years. And If any man thinks 
deer-stalking is an easy game he never 
has tried it. It isn't In the same cate¬ 
gory' with that favorite sport of aristo¬ 
cratic Englishmen—pheasant battues— 
In w'hlch the birds are driven on the 
guns by gamekeepers and beaters, and 
each shooter has one or two attendants 
to load his w*eapon« for him. Tho deer 
forests which he rented from 1872 to 
1895—tw’elve of them nl together—ex¬ 
tended right across Scotland, through 
Invernxy. 

In those days Mr. Wlnnns was not 
acclaimed as a “doughty English 
champion." He was denounced In some 
quarters as a ruthless American nrril- 
liorraire. w r ho drove people off the land 
that the waste country' might provide 
him with sport. “I never evicted any 
man,” he said. “The deer forests were 
there and I simply leased them. I nev¬ 
er have own*d »n acre of land In Eng¬ 
land or Scotland.” 

One of Mr. WI nan's ambitions Is to 
bring down a deer of every' known spe¬ 
cies. He has accounted for at k-ist 
one member of every species that Eu¬ 
rope furnishes. He has shot deer also 
in Siberia, Mnnohurla and Japan, And 
ihe hunting of new varieties Is one of 
the delights he looks forward to in 
America. But his favorite sport Is wild 
boar shooting. He had Just returned 
from an expedition In pursuit of that 
game when I saw* him. 

“That Is the sport.” he sold, "to test 
one's nerves and try one’s skill. The 
prize-winners at the shooting compe¬ 
titions al Bisley would not stand much 
chance, as a rule, at that kind of shoot¬ 
ing. There Js no lying down to take a 
pot shot at a long distance. You must 
fire nt your boar wrlth the glance of 
an eye, one shot as you catch sight 
of him, and another, if that doesn’t 
stop him, as ho makes for your legs 
with his murderous tusks. It Is apt 
to go hard wtth you If you fail to kill 
him.” 


But lit Is as a pistol shot that Mr. 
Winan’s fame Is worldwide. For 
twelve yaws he held the revolver cham¬ 
pionship of England. He has won no 
less than forty-one championship med¬ 
als In England and on the continent 
and trophies enough to fill a big van. 
It Is sold that he had adopted for his 
armoria l bearings a big gold-barreled 
revolver, with the motto. "Vive mtt- 
teque dlrooms,” which has been freely 
translated, "Live straight and shoot 
straight.” DouiKless It Is to his re¬ 
markable eyesight tiuut tie owes much 
of his marvelous accuracy of nim, es¬ 
pecially at moving targets. In this 
most difficult branch of the art he Is 
unapproachable either with the revol¬ 
ver or the rifle. He ha eyes which 
reveal things as they are In a flash, as 
the phonographic camera Joes. 

In his schoolboy da.vs this gift used 
to g€H him into trouble with his art 
Teacher, and still later wtih more com¬ 
petent critics, before Instantaneous 
photography hod shown the true action 
of horses in walking, galloping end 
Jumping. He depicted them in motion 
Jutit as he saw them. He was told that 
tois sketches were all wrong, that It was 
impossible, for instance, that a horse 
should have one foot on the ground and 
the other three raised. But the camera 
has proved him to be right.' 

For many years toe has kept a pack 
of drag hounds. One d.iy when out 
for a run with some friends he came up 
with a fellow-huntsman who had lost 
the trail of the hounds and w*as casting 
about him In a hopeless manner, not 
knowing which way to turn. The ow’ii- 
er of the pack galloped to the right 
without a moment's hesitation, and the 
other man followed him. 

“How* on earth do you know where 
they have gone?” he shouted. 

Mr. Wlnans laughed. “I saw the im¬ 
print of their pads In the dust,” he 
aJis’wered. At full gallop he had picked 
up at a glance the trail which the other 
man had searched for in vain. He 
might have been a famous scout had 
not fate made him a millionaire. 

Another of his hobbles is pigeon rac¬ 
ing. His best bird, now pensioned off, 
won a memorable race from Barcelona, 
lh Spain, to Spa. In Belgium. Hawks 


constitute a serious obstacle In ttoes® 
pigeon races. They often chose th® 
birds, and If ttoey don’t succeed in, 
catching and killing them frighten them* 
and drive them off the course. Th® 
only method now employed of copin# 
with this troufola is a rather cruel one. 
It Is to release with the racing pigeon# 
a number of ordinary white pigeons, 
whose conspicuous oolor attracts th® 
hawks, and they are consequently tho 
flrpt objects of attack. Fishhooks or® 
attached to their backs, In which tho 
hawk that strikes them gets tangled 
up, the result usually being death for 
both. Mr. Wlnans Is now' exercising 
his ingenuity by experimenting with ai% 
aluminum whistle attached to tbo back 
of a pigeon, the Idea being that tho 
noise male by 'the whittle when a 
racing pigeon is In flight will scare off 
the hawk. 

It is not generally knowm that Mr. 
Wlnnns ts n clever sculptor as well ns 
an artist whose work far surpasses that 
of most amateurs. It Is due to thesa 
accomplishments that he never suffers 
rnno! j- **• **"t t 1 '**

Y<m would have to put 
the hom:*n« on a mighty stone platform, 
r.rnl o.i three sldos of It hove rocky 
wall* falling precipitately down to a 
valley of r» depth almost twice the 
height of the Washington monument. 
You would n*** il a rushing, foaming 
to ftiji.’, u;i the gorges thus 


made, and about cm every side & rolling 
country ending in the desert-like 
mountains of the great Atlas chain. I 
doubt whether there Is another such 
city on earth. It Is called by the 
Arabs "The City of the Air.” It is the 
mightiest roof garden known to man. 

Conotamtne, however, is far more 
than a roof garden. It Is a fortification 
as well. For almost 3.000 years it has 
been the site of a camp or barracks for 
soldiers, and the story of its adventures 
Is written In blood. It has successfully 
withstood eighty sieges, and when the 
French took it, about seventy years 
ugo. they employed an army o/ 10,000 
men. At that time hundreds of the 
Arab Inhabitants who tried to escape 
by letting themselves down over tho 
rr-kM w-ero dashed to piece® In tho 
gorges below, and so many Mcham- 
rn, Ian women thus committed suicide 
that the river ran blood. 

The Kashah or citadel, which was 
then tho chief fort of the Araba, is now 
occupied by several thousand French 
troons. It commands the highest point 
on the rooky plateau, and Is right over 
the moFt precipitous part of the gorg?. 
In It there nr * ptone cisterns anl gra'- 
ark« bull: l>y the Romans, nnd not 
fa.* from it is a gi$|t #130 > 


which the Romans made to supply the 
place with water In times of peace. 

Constantine was a city In the days of 
ttoe Phoenician, and under the name 
of Clrta It w as the capital of a Carthag¬ 
inian province ruled by Hannibal’s 
brother-in-'law. Later on It became the 
capital of Numrfdla, and as such fur¬ 
nished the famous Numldhtn lions for 
the gladiatorial chows of old Rome. 
A little more than 800 years after Christ 
It was called Constantino, in honor of 
the Roman Emperor of that date, and 
when the Arabs came In it was made 
one of their capitals, 

Notwithstanding all this tho city 
oould be easily battered to pieces. 
Modem guns, placed on the opposite 
heights, would shatter tho buildings, 
and |n a few hours would sweep thts 
rook clear of both houzrs and people. 
Iri the warfare of the past, however. 
It was almost impregnable, and the 
great canyons by which It Is surround¬ 
ed formed a barrier w'hlch no army 
could scale. 

If you would realize how* great a bar¬ 
rier they were, come with me down Into 
the gorges. Steps have been gouged 
out of the rook* by ;he French. Thiro 
ore hanging walks along the shies of 

th? ftitil we vUmb 4 


feet down to where the river Roummel, 
known also as the River of Sands, runs 
rushing and foaming along on its way 
to the Mediterranean sea. 

We take carriages and drive far up 
the valley, and then cross, and come 
to the Laldera. The w'ay from here on 
Is rough and tiresome, but we climb 
down, down, down, until at last we 
aro near the w'ater, far under tho city. 
On both sides of us rise precipitous 
black walls stained by sewers and 
springs, and roofed by the sky. 

The gorge is about 200 feet wide, nar¬ 
rowing in places to 150 feet or less. The 
rocks rise almost straight up from the 
river, and wo are making our way 
about through a narrow canyon along 
this foaming stream. Down here in the 
gorge on© hears nothing; the noises of 
the city are unknow'n, nnd it Is as silent 
os death. There Is onl^the whirring of 
the wings of the crows, storks nnd oth¬ 
er birds as they fly across to their nests 
In one wall or the other, and the roar¬ 
ing of the foaming river ns It dashes 
on through tho rocks. The gorge 
Changes In character as we go through 
It. Here the cliffs are mighty pillars 
of stone 500 feet high; there they look 
like great battlements, and farther on 
a£uiv& S ^£]jea4 


At the lower end of the gorge almost 
under the Knsbah, is a natural bridge, 
some what like that of Virginia. Across 
it runs an aqueduct built by the Ro¬ 
mans, and at the same place are the 
remains of the Roman road which Join¬ 
ed the cKy to the mainland. This old 
bridge is aitill in good condition. It la 
right under the iron bridge of Kan tarn, 
which now' forms the chief highway to 
the city on the rock. 

I came here from the Desert of Sa¬ 
hara by transferring nt El Guerra to 
the railroad w'hlch runs from Algiers to 
Tunis. This landed me on the heights 
opposite the city and it was In & cab 
that I Grossed the gorge by tho Ivan- 
lara bridge to the rooky plateau. I am 
now' in a comfortable hotel situated on 
a street so narrow' that a carriage can¬ 
not turn round in It. I am only a short 
distance from where the ledge drop** off 
Into the* depths, and wero I a sleep 
walker I might And my way out of the 
house and dnah myself to piece® in the 
gorge below. 

Constantine now' belongs to the 
French; but the greater part of Its pop¬ 
ulation Is composed of Mohammedans 
•'*ws, 80 that all the strange char¬ 
acters of North Africa walk thr qi^rh 

4i» 


In one part of the town there are 
many fine buildings. The French have 
put up a city hall at a cost of several 
million francs. There axe some excel¬ 
lent stores, axid off at the north, reach¬ 
ed by bridges, a European city Is be¬ 
ing constructed on a modern scale by 
a syndicate of capitalists from Lyons, 
In France. The city of Conatantlne has 
now* about two thousand Europeans, 
tho French soldiers stationed In the 
Kasbah or fortification at ono end of 
the town. 

Constantin© has about 40.000 souls who 
believe In the Prophet Mohammed, and 
in addition something like 8.000 or 10,000 
Jew's. The Mohammedans aro the con¬ 
trolling nativo element. Living at tills 
place they might be said to actually 
have “mansions In ttoe skies." I wish T 
could show* you their homes. They are 
along narrow streets, the house® In 
some places being so close together 
that you stand In the center of tho road 
and touch the walls on both rides. Tho 
streets w*lnd this waiy and that. There 
are many blind alleys, and the maze of 
crossing ways Is often such that one 
might w*und©r about a long time, and 
only learn his location when he came to 
th© edge of the plateau and looked 
down Into the gorge.

They are usually of two and three sto¬ 
ries, made of brick and stone covered 
with stucco. They are painted blue or 
white, with the roofs of the same hues. 
The roofs are flat, and each has a low 
wall about It. The roofs form the play¬ 
grounds of the women and children, 
and they are often the sleeping places 
of the whole family ns well. 

But few of these houses have win¬ 
dows facing the rireels, nnd th« win¬ 
dows are covered with an iron netwmrk 
for fear the ladles of tho harem may be 
seen by others than their husbands. 

The Arab women here are quite as 
secluded ns those of other parts of Al¬ 
geria. They wrap themselves In shawls 
when they go out of doors, and wear 
pieces of w’hite cotton tied tightly alKtut 
their faces so that dne sees only their 
eyes. Fo far I have not observed a sin¬ 
gle pair of the voluminous Indies* 
breeches which are so common in the 
streets of Algiers. The gowns of these 
Constantine ladies fall clear to the feet 
and the female population looks like so 
many big fat bundles waddling along 
upon slippers. The Arab men. on the 
other hand, are gorgeously dressed, end 
they spend a lot on their clothes. 

The Jews here are different from their 
race in Europe or America, and what 
{ writs to cRasJ'JSfei IB con. 


rcetltm with our Hebrew population. 
There have been Jews In Africa since 
\he time of the Carthaginians. Tn* y 
are a people of their own class and 
quite as African as the Arabs them¬ 
selves. In Constantine they dres* tiko 
Arabs. Ttoe men wear rich jackets, 
beautifully embroidered. rind full 
trouseis tied In a* the kne^. They havo 
red Fez caps which are cf;cn bound 
with great turbans. Some wear gow ns, 
and now and then one In to be seen in 
European clothes. Tho faces cf theso 
Israelites nre darker than thor? of 
other countries, but they ha%'e the sam<> 
Jewish features, and many cf them ar® 
fine looking. 

I especially like the appearance of tho 
women, although I sadly fear that soma 
of them are no better than th. v should 
be. The Jewesses do not veil their 
faces, nnd they lock at the men boldiT 
and without shame. To-day io Saturday) 
the Israelitlfh Sabbath, nnd as It is 
:\lso fete day the people nr© nil out In 
their fine clothes. The streets are 
swarming with young Jow'esses loariod 
with Jewelry. Their arms are bare to 
the shoulders, their fingers spaxkl® 
with rings, and their wnrists and fore*

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I F THE agitation and alarm ex¬ 
cited by “food scandals” witli 
tho detail* of which the news¬ 
papers have reeked lutely 
have no other permunent result, 
they hove revived tho custom of do¬ 
mestic preserving in thousands of 
households. 

Canning is hardly fifty years old. 
It made its way but slowly for a 
time. Wo paid GO cents apiece for 
cans of fresh tomatoes, and $1 for 
a quart of canned peaches. Thou 
factories of “canned goods * start¬ 
ed up like 'itishrooms after n sum¬ 
mer shower all over tho country; 
prices came down on the run under 
the weight of competition, and old- 
lasbioned preserves went out of fa¬ 
vor. They were expensive; they 
took time and thought that might 
better be bestowed upon worthier 
objects, and they were less whole¬ 
some than fresh, ripe, fruits which 
retained, when canned, the ilnvor of 
the “real thing.” Here and there a 
housewife who learned her trade in 
the luto forties aud early fifties 
was stubborn in the belief that pre¬ 
serves, properly made, hurt nobody, 
and that the canned fruits were in¬ 
sipid caricatures of the ripe origi¬ 
nals. 

By degrees thoughtful women 
with isoro advanced ideas upon 
most subjects have swung around 
to her standpoint with regnrd to 
conserves of fruit We have learned 
that much sugar ami long cooking 
prevent the generation of mischiev¬ 
ous germs, and that where there is 
a modicum of sugar, and that little, 
when combined with ucid fruits, is 
not cooked long, other agencies 
must be called in to sccurg steriliza¬ 
tion. Hence—by a natural process 
of reasoning—the lavish use of 
“chemicals” in canning factories. 
This admitted, much became clear 
to tho houaetuotherly perceptions 
that had puzzled her , heretofore. 
We know that canned fruits needed 
the addition of sugar and cream 
to make them presentable to our 
palates as desserts. We were aware, 
even after they were thus qualified 
and dressed ior the table, of a 
slightly bitter fiavor iu tho “chemi¬ 
cal blondes” and a certain rough¬ 
ness left upou the tougue. 

Thanks to scientific sleuths we 
know now the full land the fell) 
meaning of these peculiar features 
of the cheap and convenient substi¬ 
tutes for our grandmothers* pre¬ 
serves, and wo have resolved—thou¬ 
sands of us—to do our canning ami 
other kinds of preserving fruits and 
vegetable*. The health of our chil¬ 
dren is of more value thou our time 
—precious as that may be. 

in the practical directions for 
putting up fruits which follow will 
be found some for cunning. During 
the winter, wbi<k is now, we loud¬ 
ly hope, “over and gone,” at last, 
1 have bad so much solid comtort in 
the store of fruits put up last sum¬ 
mer uuder my own eyes that 1 am 
in good heart for the recommenda¬ 
tion to fellow-housewives to do like¬ 
wise. The “cauued things” of un¬ 
righteous commerce have long been 
proscribed from our bills of fare. 
Home-made jellies, marmalades aud 
preserves ure more delicious and 
indubitably more wholesome. 

The “system” of which wo spoke 
last week is eminently desirable in 
this branch o: cookery, liavo every¬ 
thing that will be required in the 
work laid to your hand before you 
begin.

Recipe for Wine Soup

reelpo for wink soup, of which 1 wrote sores 
time ago: 

Wine Soup. 

On# tsblcspoonful of flour; butter the else 
of an egg; hair a cupful of milk; sugar to 
tutte. on© cupful of hot water. Brown dour 
and butter nnd add gradually the hot wuter. 
milk nnd sugar. Boll all together; remuve 
front the flr« and stir In throw-quarters >f 
a gloss of white wine or sherry, one weit- 
bsaten egg and half a cup of craun. Sea¬ 
son with cinnamon to taste. It Is excellent 
for invalids and for nursing mothers, it 
may be drunk either warm or cold.

Choose fine, firm berries for preserv¬ 
ing. The smaller and leas sweet may 
be made into marmalade. It Is well, 
on this account, to make marmalade on 
the a&mu day. Cap the berries, handling 
lightly not lo bruise them. Allow a 
pound of fruit* to one of sugar. Use tho 
best grado of sugar In preserving. 

Wash and drain the berries, not shak¬ 
ing tho colander, yet letting all the 
water drip that will come away. Put 
a layer of fruit Into the kettle; cover 
thickly with sugar, und fill the kettle In 
thin order. Cover and set at tho side of 
the range, where It will heat slowly for 
the first hour. Quicken the boll and 
cook etcadl'.y for half an hour. Tako 
out the berries, a few at a time, not to 
crush them, with a brouil. perforated 
skimmer. Spread upon largo platters 
and sot In the sun while you boll the 
syrup left In the kettle fast and hard, 
it should be unite thick In half an hour, 
unless the berries weru too watery. Re¬ 
turn i ho berries to the syrup, and let all 
boll up once. Fill small glass Jirs with 
tho hut preserves. Have them very full, 
us Ch* contents will shrink in cooling. 
Seal while hot. 

Preserved Raspberries. 

The large yellow and red varieties are 
best for preserving, although tha smaller 
kinds uml w ild "black caps * make good 
matin*bode. Cook exactly as directed 
In ills redps for preserving straw¬ 
berries. 

German Preserved Strawberries. 

By this name are known to se'.lerj and 
buyers the singularly delicious straw¬ 
berries put up in narrow, tali Jars. 

pfepare the burro** us for preserving 
In the usual wsy. and put them with un 
equal number of pounds of sugar In 
• kettle. Bring to a gentle boll, keep 
- up for one minute and transfer the 
• uit with a broad perforated skimmer 
io several large platters. Cover with 
panes of gluss and set In the full boat 


of the sun. Leave them there nil day; 
take In at sunset and put out again on 
tho morrow. Meanwhile, boll down the 
syrup until rich and clear, set away, 
and on tho third day pul It back on tho 
lira. When hot udd tho berries, boll 
tor five minutes and soul In small Jars. 

Berry Marmaiade. 

For each pound of capped and 
weighed berries allow threo-quurters 
of u pound of whito sugar. Put tho 
berries Into the kettle and bring to a 
steady boll. Keep it up for hulf an 
hour, then dip out all tho Juico that 
will come away without squeezing 
the fruit and add the sugar to the 
berries left In the kettle. Do not bo 
afraid of gottlng the marmalade too 
dry. The sugar will tnuko syrup 
enough Cook for half an hour after 
*. o ntenls of tho kettle begin to 
boll again nnd turn, boiling hot. Into 
tumblers or Jure, sealing at ouco. 

Make jelly of the surplus Juice you 
have dipped out 

Doth manufactures may bo carried 


on at the same time. 

Preserved Cherries. 

Get largo tart cherries. Extract tho 
stones, saving tho Juice that escapes 
In tho operation. Put the sugar into 
the kettle with the juice and bring to 
a gentlo simmer. Then add the fruit, 
cook for half an hour, take the cher¬ 
ries out with a skimmer and spread 
on broad platters In tho sun. Boll 
the Juice thick, skimming as the scum 
rises. In an hour's tlmo return the 
cherries to the syrup, cook slowly for 
lit teen minutes after the boll begins 
anew, and turn hot Into Jars. 

Orange Marmalade. 

Take tbo skin from twelvo largo 
oranges. Before the skins huve tlmo 
to harden into dryness, remove tho 
thick white lining and 6hred the outer 
yellow peel with sharp scissors Into 
thin strips an Inch long. Leave theso 
In cold water while you slice the pulp 
of tho fruit thin, removing tho 
todghcr membrano and all tha seed. 
While you are about the work an as¬ 


sistant should prepare two large 
grape fruit and one lemon In like man¬ 
ner. Leave tho skins In water—which 
must be very cold—until the prepared 
pulp Is ready. Put pulp and peel to¬ 
gether. draining tho pcvl free or water, 
and set in u cold pines all night. 

In tho morning measure the Juice, 
stralulng tho pulp tnrough a Colan¬ 
der. and mix with tho liquid a pound 
of sugar for every pint. Return tho 
Juico to skins ana pulp. Put them 
over the lire and bring to a slow 
boll. Simmer quietly until tho peel 
Is clear and tender. Then add tho 
sugar and cook rteadlly for forty- 
flvo minutes longer. The pool rhould 
be translucent and tho marmalade a 
clear golden Jelly. 

This is a truly cxqulslto conserve If 
properly made. Not even the famous 
Dundee marmalade surpasses It

Thejr aw Bbout four 
inches In diameter, and are worn on 
the crown of the head. They are fas¬ 
tened on by silk bonds tied under tho 
chJn, and these bands are often dec¬ 
orated with gold coins. Sometime* gold 
chains are uoed. Nearly ail of the 
Jewesses wear earrings; some have 
brooches set with diamond* and many 
have at rings off pearls about their 
necks. 

During my stay here I hav* visited 
me chief synagv>gu«. K 1* situated* 
near the gorge In the heart of the city, 
and is well attended. When I entered 
it to-day It was Ailed with Hebrew men 
wearing the same drees as the Arabs. 
Each had also a white shawl and ail 
kept their fex caps on. during the serv¬ 
ice. The rwbbis, who occupied a pulpit 
In the center of tho synagogue, read Hie 
Scripture In a nasal twang from parch- 
ment scrolls, nnd tho worshipers fol¬ 
lowed them with their Hebrew Bibles. 
Every man and boy had a little velvet, 
bag. decorated wtth Hebrew charartevt 
in gold or silver, for carrying hi* 
hooks of worship, and as far as I could 
woe the books themselves were well, 
thumbed. 

The Jew stores are shut to-day, but 
the A mho are carrying on business as 
usual. This Is one of tho Industrial 
centers of Eastern Algeria, and the na¬ 
tive quarter fairly hums with men 
working at Choir trades. Conatanllne is 
famous for Its leather work. It makes 
shoes, middles nnd harness, and also 
leather brigs and cushions, beautifully 
embroidered. Euch trade has Its Own 
street. One will be Ailed with shoe¬ 
makers, another with blacksmiths and 
another with weavers. About IdO.OOO, 
hnlcks tvn<l burnouses are made hors 
yearly, nnd also a great deni of clbth 
for the tt\n|s used by the Bedouins. 
This w'ork Is all done upop hand looms* 
In room* which look more like stables 
or cellars than factories. 

I spent some time ‘this afternoon In 
the afreet of the blacksmiths, watching 
them making hoes and plowshares. The 
Tat ter aro for all the world like the long 
sharp trowels used by our masons, save 
Lhot thev are about a quarter of ** 
iTSch thick. They are of wrought iron 
nnd are so boot at one end that they 
can be f«stoned bv an Iron band to 
five forked stick which forms the reat 
of the pk>w. 

The blacksmiths were Arab*, dreeaed 
In enormous trousers and jackets. Their 
sleeves were rolled up and they pound¬ 
ed away o/i the anvils Just like our 
blacksmiths at home. The average 
shop of this kind Is only big enough to 
hold the anvil, the furnv.ee and two or 
three men. It la a sort of a hole In tha 
wall about six feet wide, twenty feet 
Kmg and perhape twelve feet In height. 
At the back la a rude bellows and fur¬ 
nace. In the center the men work at 
the anvil and at tho front is a counter 
upon which the plow' points are dis¬ 
played fbr sale. 

In qnother street I found scores of 
Arab cobblers making red slipper* tor 
women, and In another place men sit¬ 
ting cross-legged, who were embroider¬ 
ing leather in gold. 

There were many restaurants anA 
coffee house* In these localities. ThJ 
coffee Is always made to order; It ooa 4 
about t»w*o cents a cup. The restaurant* 
are usually in or back of the kltoherw 
The latter faces the street, and the 
cooking goes on while the customer*, 
eat 

One of the oddest of these establish- 
mervts sold nothing but boiled sheep 
heads. Right next the sidewalk was 
an oven, in the brick top of which was 
set a kettle as big around ao a cider 
barrel The kettle was Ailed with b IU 
tog water, and in it sheep head* wem 
bobbing tip and down, their glazed *yew 
staring nt the passershy. The *ktn 
had been taken off of the heads, gnd 
ns I looked in. the long white t«eth 
of the sheep appeared to grind them¬ 
selves together In rage On the Aoor 
were a number of headg still unsklnneL 
They had Just come from the butchers* 
and the blood from them ran out Into 
the etreet. My dragoman told me thal 
the cooked head* ivere delicious; he 
begged me to step m and try one, say¬ 
ing that we could get a whole head 
for twelve cents. 

Many of the cooked heeds are sold 
to be carried home, and I And that 
sheep head is frequently on the bill* of 
fare at the hotels. After what I saw 
to-day I phall eat i-hem jio more. This 
cook shop reminds me of a dog-an-mt 
restaurant of Canton In South Ohlna. 
and of a horse-meat restaurant which 
I visited in Berlin. Both of them were 
cleanly in comparison with this. 

The old Bey who built the palace Is 
f»iid to have gotten much of the ma- 
t^rkil from Carthage. Tho porcelain* 
came from Genoa, and the carving* 
from the houses of the w'ealfhy resi¬ 
dents of Constantine. If a man wa* 
rioted as having a* especially An© door 
or window, the Bey ordered him to send 
It to his new palace, and If there was 
any furniture that he especially de¬ 
sired he got It In the same way. 

One of the oddest feature* of the ar¬ 
cades looking out upon the gardens I* 
a series of paintings of Mohammedan 
cRlos. These are spread upon the wall* 
without regard to harmony or art The 
colors fairly swear at each other, tho 
drawing I* faulty nnd the perspeettv* 
everywhere lacking. A* It Is contrary 
to the Koran to make pictures of men 
there is no sign of human life in tho 
paintings. This work was don* by a 
French shoemaker who was In prison In 
Consta nt In© when the palace was build¬ 
ing. The Bey said he wanted some pic¬ 
tures on the walls, and that "the dog 
of n Christian" might do the woflk. 
The shoemaker objected, .saying he wa* 
not a painter, but the Bey’s official* 
replied: 

"Every Frenchman is an artist, and 
you must paint If you do not, you 
will be Aogged with twenty-five lashes 
for ever)' tiny you are Id!©.*’ 

The result was a eerie* of remarkable 
rcprcientutlon* of Algiers, Cairo, Je¬ 
rusalem and Constantinople, When the 
Bey so"' them he wa* delighted. He 
paid tho man well and sent him back 
to Ftuin loaded with presents. 

Tt was the -am© Bey. El HadJ 
Ahmed, who punished on© of his wive* 
for plucking the forbidden fruit of tho 
pnlnco garden. It was his custom to sit 
every afternoon In a little klosqtie In 
the center of a court which wa* filled 
with fruit trees nnd flowers. Here tho 
hands played, and here betimes the 
women of his harem walked up and 
down and paraded themselves while his 
highness looked on. He had four wives 
and 3P0 concubines, nnd they all were 
dre* 1 * d In their finest clothing a* they 
walked nlong in single file around tho 
court with their arms crossed upon 
their bosoms, not dorlng to look at their 
lord. They were allowed no llherfle* 
whatever, and on© regulation was that 
they were not to touch the flowers or 
the fruit overh^d. One day a n*>w 
hour!, a fair. ned-h-Med Georgian girl. 
Just In from the wilds of the Oucntus, 
who hod not yet fully learned the dan¬ 
gers of her situation, reached up and 
snatched off an orange. She wa* re¬ 
ported by one of the eunuchs, and 
about three hours thereafter was 
brought to the tre* she had plucked 
fastened there hv two noils driven 
through the bocks of her hands. 

Thl«* oM Bey nnd the others who sue. 
reeded him hod quick methods of dl- 
vorc.\ 8uch of their wive* ** were 
faithless or such as they wished to c^t 
rid of for o f h*r reasons were sewed 
un In sacks They were then carried to 
the edge of the gorge and heaved over 
burn the River of Pand*. dddeh rush©* 
foomlrer along LWV> feet below.

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HIS Is the time when the Indus¬ 
trious hou5»ekeopor looks at her 
harvds with regret and longs 
for something to relieve tho 
smarting caused by various soaps, lye. 
soda and oilier cleaning preparations 
used In the water while the spring 
housecleaning was In process. A little 
attention given to the hands every 
night will soon relieve them, and simple 
home remedies are often equal to m»»re 
elaborate ones used at beauty parlors. 

Highly-scented soaps rank among the 
greatest evils of the age, and a wom¬ 
an is apt to “try” all the new kind* 
that are put on the market. This Is a 
grave mistake. Select a pure, unscent. 

<4 soap that agrees with your skin, and 
stick to it. A pure soap does not “bite” 
when you touch it with the Up of 
your tongue. 

Let the housekeeper sit down quietly 
in the little room that she has cleaned 
so spotlessly, and spend an hour every 
day making her hands presentable. It 
Will pay her a hundredfold. Use only 
the pure soap, and that not very often. 

Have on your washstand some almond 
ineal, and throw some of that In the 
warm water, which will help to soften 
the skin. If you have stains on your 
finger tips, the best thing Is a lemon, 
cut in halves and rubbed well on the 
spots. These things even the remote 
farmer’s wife can procure. At night 
when retiring have an old pair of kid 
gloves, a couple of»slzes too large for 
you, and wear them, first spreading 
the hands with the following paste, 
which can be made at home, or com¬ 
pounded by your local druggist: 

Alyrrh (powdered), one ounce; honey 
(strained), four ounces; yellow wax, 
two ounces; rosewater, six ounces. Melt 
tho yellow* wax in a double boiler, and 
When it is very hot add the powdered 
myrrh. Eeat these thoroughly togeth¬ 
er, add the honey and rosewater and 
enough glycerine, drop by drop, to 
make It a smooth paste. 

Women ns a rulo do not dry the 
hands sufficiently. Wash the hands In 
warm water, add to this either a few 
drops of benzoin or a dash of almond 
meal, use the pure ur.scented soap, and 
dry them thoroughly. Then rub on 
the ab^ve pomade, massaging It well 
into the skin until it Is quite dry again. 

Through the day you will bo much 
aided If you will wear a pair of rub¬ 
ber gloves, which can be procured at 
almost any drug store, however small, 
and which are very inexpensive. These 
will protect your hands even when 
scrubbing. If ym cannot get these, the 
next best thing “Is to w ear h pair of old 
kid gloves when doing your heavy 
work, like sweeping, making fires, set¬ 
ting out summer plants, gardening, etc. 

Have these gloves comfortable and 
large, and it is well to rub on a little 
of the pomade before putting them on 
even In the daytime. All these things 
seem a great many, but In reality only 
consume aifow moments, and once you 
get in the' habit of it you will never 
notice the minutes spent In this way. 

Added to the cure of the hands them¬ 
selves is a systematic treatment of 
the finger nails, which should never be 
neglected.

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IIE successful housekeeper does 
not wait until the last minute 
to prepare for real hot weather. 
Bho realizes that very warm 
days will rob her of her energy, not 
bring a fresh supply. Here are some 
of the things she will be doing this 
week: 

The refrigerator or Ice chest will be 
thoroughly overhauled. Even If rhe Is 
blessed with a cool cellar or pantry, she 
knows that refrigerator days are at 
hand. 

To clean out the drain pipes from 
tho refrigerator. If it is stationary, she 
uses a strong solution of hot w*ater 
and ljre; then rinses them repeatedly 
with clear water. The tiling she 
washes with plain soap and water, not 
a sand soap, and the zinc sections she 
cleanses with kerosene. Better take a 
sunshiny day for this task, und if you 
havo the help of a man or two In the 
family, have the loe chest carried out 
doors to sun, udr and sweeten. If you 
have kept it In the cellar and it looks 
d/ngy, this Is the time to first polish 
all the brass or nickel on it, and then 
go over the woodwork with a varnish 
or oil finish. 

If you havo an lee chest, persuade 
the man of the house who Is handy 
with ihiis tools to build you a little wood¬ 
en cage to set in the chest to hold the 
Ice. Then when the latter is wrapped, 
for economy, In the blanket or old 
paper, the edges of the w rapping wfll 
not flop over into dishes, pitchers and 
food supplies. 

If you w ant to polish your stoves be¬ 
fore putting them away, mix the polish 
with vinegar Instead of w’ater. Some 
housewives rub the stoves over with 
coal oil before storing them, to prevent 
rust. 

It is time to get out your screens, 
and make them taut for fly-time. If 
you have screens of various sizes, and 
some of them need repairing, take the 
best of large nettings for smaller 
screens and buy new netting for the 
larger sizes.* This is better than patch¬ 
ing the netting. Flies will work dili¬ 
gently to find tho weak spot in a patch. 
If the screens are of wire netting and 
look rusty, give them a coat of fresh 
green or brown paint. It will prolong 
their lives and prevent small breaks. 

Porch furniture will soon be In de¬ 
mand. Scorch the attic for treasures 
along these lines. Perhaps you have 
forgotten that discarded tea table. 
Bring It out and let the boy with tho 
hammer strengthen the logs and with 
a bit of stout cord fasten In some of 
the loose ends of wicker. Then rub it 
down with sandpapor, and paint it 
white, red or dull green, with a pre¬ 
pared paint especially good for wicker.

YOUNG WOMAN BURNED 
TO DEATH IN HOTEL 


CHARRED BODY FOUND ON THE 
SPRINGS OF BED* 


FIRE BELIEVED TO HAVE 
STARTED IN HER ROOM. 


MANY HAVE NARROW ESCAPES. 


Somerset. Ky.. May 25—[Special.]— 
One person was burned to death and 
many had narrow eerapes. when at 4 
o’clock this morning th* Lewis Hotel, 
at Burnside, was totally destroyed by e 
fire, supposed to have caught from a 
coal oil lamp in one of the upper rooms. 
The rear portion of thp house, a wooden 
structure, was In flames when the fire 
was discovered. 

The room In whldh the Are Is be¬ 
lieved to have calight wa*s ocoiqjMed by 
Miss Bertie Toombs, and she perished 
in the flames before the fire was dis¬ 
covered. She was a heavy sleeper, and 
habitually kept a lamp burning In her 
room. Her body was found on the wire 
bed springs In the bosonient after t;he 
fire was eubdued. showing that she 
was suffocated and unconscious of the 
pain. 

Many guests were Ln the house, and 
all escaped uninjured except one man, 
'who sustained a broken leg In jumping

Mr. Tilton 
had lived in Paris since 1888. His last 
known work was a poem. published last 
year, entitled "The Fading of the May¬ 
flower." 

For some days past Mr. Tilton had 
been suffering from double pneumonia, 
complicated with heart trouble. 

• • • 

Lived Solitary Existence. 

After the trigedy which wrecked his 
career. Mr, Tilton came to Paris, where 
he has lived a solitary existence. A 
slender income, derived principally, it 
is understood, from a single share of 
stock In a New York newspaper, 
cmipled with meager royalties from his 
literary* works, which has been con¬ 
tinued In a desultory manner, sufficed 
apparently to meet his modest de¬ 
mands. 

Mr. Tilton formed a narrow circle of 
friends, who esteemed him for his 
genial temperament and his attain¬ 
ments, but he avoided i**w acquaint¬ 
ances, especially Americans. For many 
veans he occupied a small two-room 
lodging in a remote quarter of the Isle 
St. Louis, near Notre Dame Cathedral 
oYvd the morgue. His sole passion was 
chess, and. he haunted tihe Gafe de la 
Regenoe, where the celebrated obese 
players of Europe congregated and 
where Napoleon III. formerly went 
often. 

Mr. Tilton here became acquainted 
with many famous Frenchmen and 
matched his okHl, among others, against 
that of Mv Grevy, before he became 
President of the republic. He often 
played with Judah PhiKp Benjamin, 
who was then residing In Parts. Later, 
when Mr. Fuller, at one time a law 
partner of Gov. Abbott, of New Jersey, 
came to Paris with his daughter, the 
two old friend* Joined forces and took 
an apartment' in the Avenue Kleber, 


If made upon him, he said: 

"No authorized body In the country, 
of which I am aware, has as yet men¬ 
tioned my name in any capacity. I 
recognize the fact that a number of 
newspapers throughout the country 
have discussed to some extent myself 
ns one who might be available and 1 
am pleasantly conscious of all the kind 
things which have been said uf me ln 
this connection," 

Regarding the attitude of the Demo* 
cratlc party in the next national cam¬ 
paign Mr. Johnson sold: 

"It seems to me that the slogan of 
the Democratic party in the next cam¬ 
paign and in every succeeding cam¬ 
paign until the question is settled, 
should be a revision of the tariff. Al¬ 
most thorough revision, mind you, for 
it Is on this point that I disagree with 
the President of the United States. 1 
believe that the tariff more than any 
other cause has a direct bearing on 
trusts and pluces a burden, direct and 
Indirect, upon the people of the coun¬ 
try. benefiting no general class and 
good only to a privileged few." 

Gov. Johnson said he did not agree 
with President Roosevelt’s idea of Fed¬ 
eral rather than State control of rail¬ 
ways. The State, he said, should be 
absolutely in the control of railway 
transportation with Federal control of 
Interstate traffic. 

Gov. Johnson said he did not favor 
Government ownership of railroads un¬ 
til all other means had been exhaust¬ 
ed. As to who would be the next nom¬ 
inee for presidential honors In the 
Democratic party, Gov. Johnson said he 
had not the slightest Idea who would be 
the party nominee.

A TLANTA. Oa.. May 23.—(Special.]— 
It may safely be set down that 
tho Louisville Golf Club will get 
the next championship of the 
Southern Golf Association. As far as 
can be ascertained the Kentucky Club Is 
the only one formally In the Held for the 
1908 event, and It looks as though they 
entered at Just the right time.

And 
iu» New Orleans had last year's event 
ar.d as Atlanta will have It this year they 
ore neither of them entitled to anothet 
chance so soon. 

The following year Memphis, Nashville 
and Chattanooga at least and possibly 
Several other prominent clubs will be In 
the field for the 1909 championship, but 
none of these has Its new nine In trim at 
present. 

• The tournament will doubtless bo voted 
.to Loirtmillo at the annual meeting of the 
Association, which will be held In Atlanta 
June 6 , after the qualifying round of tho 
champ!unships. It has been the custom 
In years past to glvo a banquet to the 
players In tho championships, but this 
year a barbecuo will be served Instead on 
tho club grounds and the meeting will be 
tield in tho pavilion after that sesrton Is 
over. 

In spite of the fact that tho Atlanta 
bourse is new, not especially well grassed 
and far from Its bo**t, notwithstanding 
that tho country dubbou»o of tho Atlanta 
Athletic dub has not even been started 
os yet and In spite of tho fact that the 
Atlanta course Is located In a "dry" coun¬ 
ty, tho tournament promts'* to be by a 
largo margin tho "best ever." 

Tne chief drawback to tho courso will 
be tho fact that It Is not well grassed. In 
consequence tho lies will bo close on sev¬ 
eral of the fair greens and the players 
who are used to a heavy turf wtH bo at 
a disadvantage. However, the courso will 
be absolutely smooth and put In tho best 
condition that money can get It In. Al¬ 
ready tho Atlanta Athletic Club has spent

The run- 
Dors-up for the principal cup will be given 
trophies, the man who makes the lowest 
frross score In the qualifying round draw's 
a mug, and there will be four prizes for 
the team winners. The team prizes will 
go to the tenm which mato.-s the low'est 
aggregate score In the qualifying round. 
Instead of nominating the members of the 
team In advance of the tournament as 
Kvas done last year, the four lowest scores 
made by the tnen from each club will be 
token.

"It Is. therefore, unfair and unjust for 
writers to set themselves up as Judges 
In matters of this kind. like a Robinson 
Crusoe amongst sporting men, isolat'd.

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“Although most, everybody who attends 
ball guinea know a what the hit-and-run 
game means, do you know that there are 
really few lutll players who can play this 
game?" remarks Je*»e Tannehlll, the 
Boston southpaw. 

“Of course, you send up any player 
and tell him to hit when the man on the 
bag to running, and he will take a swing. 
If he hits it In the right place all well 
and good, but that to not the object of 
the pin}. The .batsman who can play It 
is the follow who tries to shove the ball 
Just behind the runner. 

“Say. for instance, the runner la going 
from first to second The batsman who 
knows the game will try to shove the 
ball between second and first. If the sec¬ 
ond ba'‘entah has started to oover he will 
g.*t It through to safe territory, and If 
not, he stands a great chance of at least 
advancing the runner, though he be re¬ 
tired himself. Most players take a good 
long swing at the ball when the hit and 
run to being played. Sometimes a three- 
base hit results and It to considered a 
great play, but that Ik not the game. 

“I believe that New York has three of 
the best hit and run batters In the busi¬ 
ness. in Keeler. Chase and Elberfeld 
Watch them play that game and you will 
see how It should he done. They are all 
past masters of the art. Of course. It 
to the pitcher’s object to prevent this 
play, and the way to do It to to keep the 
ball where it to Impossible to hit it when* 
the batsman wants to. but there nre not 
many pitchers who can do that. The 
more you study baseball the more con¬ 
vincing becomes the fact that It to a very 
scientific game, which only a small por¬ 
tion of the players ever nuisder.'*

The work undertaken by the recently 
organized Crescent Hill Improvement 
Club Is proving of much more Impor¬ 
tance to that dellghtrul residence sec¬ 
tion than was at first hoped for by the 
originators of the movement.
